| INTERESTING COMMENTS BY AN OB- 
SERVING TRAVELER. 


The Past and Future of = Great Country 

and Remarkable People—Made Poor by 
| the Spoliation of Foreigners — English 
| Language Coming Into Ges: ral se. 


We have traveled mo. +a: 2,500 
miles in India, have soen .is grandest 
scenery, its largest and most interest- 
ing cities, its most fertilc and some of 
its desert regions. We have found in 
| Delhi, Agra, Benares, Ambur and Ah- 

madabad the best examples of Hindoo 
and Mohammedan architecture Of 
course there is much we have not seen: 
| The Dravidical temples of the south of 
| India, remarkable for their size and 
elaborate decorations, best illustrated at 
Tanjore and Madura, we can only judge 
by small] specimens seen at Madras and 
Pondicherry. The wonderful cave tem- 
ples at Ellora, Ajunta and many other 
places we have got a fair conception of 
from that of Elephanta. One could 
spend years exploring India without ex- 
hausting its layers of civilization. We 
have endeavored to intelligently study, 
by observation and reading en route, 
the ethnology, sociology and theology 
of the country. We have missed no op- 
portunity to talk with British officials 
and educated natives. We have looked 
into the work of the missiunaries and 
come to the conclusion that they are do- 
ing a great deal of good, though not ex- 
actly in the way it is popularly under- 
stood at home. I think [ may say that 
pur travels in India have materially 
broadened our views of Asiatic history. 
Especially have we been impressed with 
the spectacle of an empire of 240,000, - 
000 people of different races and reli- 
gions, governed by a handfal of Enro- 
peans, and in the main well governed, 
with a large measure of liberty, as per- 
fect protection of life and property as is 
provided in the most civilized countries 
of Europe and increasing means of ed- 
ucation. The universities and colleges 
scattered over India are turning out an- 
nually thousands of educated natives. 
It is a curious fact that the Indian who 
speaks English speaks it without accent 
and rather better than the average of 
English or Americans, Nearly all of the 
schools above the primary grade teach 
English, avd in the majority of them it 
is the medium of education. More than 
balf of the native newspapers and peri- 
odicals, which are numerous and well 
conducted, are printed in English. 

Ido not think it a wild prediction 
that English will be essentially the lan- 
guage of India a hundred years hence. 
It is curions to contemplate what will 
bo the political result of the education 
of the Indian people. Will they be con- 
tent, especially those of the Aryan race, 
capable of high development, with the 
shadow of a government which is some- 
times driven to its wits' ends with its 
own domestic problems, in a group of 
little islands 5,000 miles away? For the 
present I cau scarcely conceive of a 
greater calamity for India than the fail- 
ure of Great Britain to hold and govern 
the conntry. It would be the signal for 
anarchy, which would cntail the destrne- 
tion of the people and seriously obstruct 
the onward march of human progress. 

India is a poor country. * Its fabulous 
wealth has been carried off bg conquer- 
ors or gathered into colossal fortunes 
by the few rich. The great body of the 
people are miserably poor. They barely 
keep body and soul together and do not 
store up any vital force to resist disease. 
The failure of one crop entails wide- 
spread distress. The failure of two in 
succession means famine for millions. 
The governtncnt is doing something to 
improve the conditions. In the last five 
years canals have been built, increasing 
the area under irrigation abont 25 per 
cent. How much advantage the tiller of 
the soil gets from these improvements I 
do not know. The government costs too 
much, and the people are taxed to the 
limit of endurance> The British India 
civil service is called the best in the 
world. It is undoubtedly the most ex- 
pensive, It costs £11,000,000 ($55,- 
000,000) a year. The civil servant 
serves in various capacities, from a 
clerk to a lieutenant governor, for 25 
years, four of which are given for holi- 
days, and retires with a minimum pen- 
sion of £1,000 per annum. The cost of all 
this comes out of the Indian people, and 
their superstitions and customs rob them 
of a part of what is left. 

There are grave problems in India 
and more to come, and to solve them 
will require all the talent which can be 
secured. It isdoubtful whether the mer- 
chants of London, the mannfacturers of 
Manchester or the hereditary aristocrats 
who are sent to hold vice regal courts in 
Calcutta will solve them in the interest 
of the people of India, who are today 
about the poorest fed, clothed and. 
housed people on earth. Yet I cannot 
but think that these people are capable 
of great things in the future it they can 
be properly nourished and educated. 
Their bright, distinctly Aryan faces look 
out appealingly throngh surroundings 
of squalor and superstition and give 
promise of high development under fa- 
vorable conditions, Indeed we see 
splendid specimens of manhood among 
them today, and their gracefal courtesy 
shames our ruder manners.—Cor. Bos 
ton Herald.

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INDIA’S SACRED MONKEY TEMPLE. | 
| 
| 


An Edifice Where Long Tailed Quadrupeds 
Live Fres From Interference, 

Among the thousand or more temples 
and shrines with which the holy Hindoo 
city of Benares is endowed, visitors gen- 
erally find the great temple dedicated to 
the worship of the goddess Durga one of 
the most interesting. It is known to 
Europeans as the monkey temple, be- 
cause in and around ite precincts many 
hundreds of sacred monkeys\roam about 
without interference. The temple is sit- 
uated in the southern extremity of the 
city. It was erected during the last cen- 
tury by the Ranee Bhawani of Natre, in 
honor of Siva's wife, the terrific 
dees who is supposed to delight in death 
end slaughter, and of whom the poor be- 
lievers in the various attributes of the 
deities comprising the Hindoo pantheon 
stand in the greatest dread. A corre- 
spondent of the London Graphic writes 
as follows regarding the place: 

“The Durga Kund is conspicuous in 
this city of temples for the grace and 
simplicity of its architecture. It adjoins 
stank which is the finest in Benares 
and occupies the central portion of a 
quadran;:le, the walls being stained red 
with ocher. The sacred portion of the 
temple consists of 12 finely carved pil- 
lars standing on a marble platform and 
supporting a heavy roof, ‘The platform 
is about four feet from the ground and 
is ascended by a flight of luw steps on 
each side of the square. The temple is 
well provided with the necessary instru- 
ments for creating the frightfnl noises 
which emanate from these abodes of 
idolatry ull over India. Drams of huge 
dimensions, gongs, bells -and tomtoms 
are all at the service of the priests in 
performing the rites required of them. 
But the antics of the monkeys which 
make this temple their home are, next 
to its ‘architecture, the most attractive 
feature of the place. 

“The goat’s blood with which the walls 
are sprinkled and the sacrifices that are 
known to take place here to appease the 
wrath of Siva and his terrifying spouse 
are rath-r revolting to a Christian, but 
the grotesque play of the monkeys, their 
importunate begging, the pranks they 
enact on one another and the graceful 
agility they are constantly displaying 
supply a perpetnal source of amusement 
which one is apt to think muss prove 
rather distracting to thé devout Hindoos 
who come here to worship. These sa- 
cred. inonkeys are of the genus Semno- 
pethecus entellus, popularly: known as 
the long tailed Indian monkey. 

‘A few years ago, asno oħe dared to 
niolest these animals, they not anly in- 
creased rapidly in numbers, but, grow- 
ing to be extraordinarily bold, developed 
alarming thieving propensities. The 
annoyance they caused aniounted to a 
public nuisance, for no house in the 
place was sufe from their d@predktions. 
At last the trouble grew so serious that 
some reduction in the number of these 
adept thieves became a necessity, al- 
though the prejudices of the people were 
against any such steps being taken. In 
the end the government was requested 
to inverfere, and waiving aride all other 
considerations but that of public polity 
the authorities hud many _bundreds—re- 
port says many thousands—captured 
and seut away. Nevertheless there are 
plenty «f them left, und they certainly 
constitute one of the sights uf a city 
that is probably iu munuy respects the 
most interesting in the world.’

A TOUCHING TALE OF A BURIAL IN 
THE WILOERNESS. 


The Lonely Grare of Little “Ruth, Which 
Was Cared For by Some Kindly Mand 
For Thirty-five Years—A Mother's: Awful 
“Grief Almost Alone In the Forest. ` 


In the year 1829 s steady stream of 
immigration was flowing into the terri- 
tory of Michigan. The ever restless peo- 
ple of the east had heard wonderful sto- 
ries of the abundance of game and great 
fertility of soil to be found in the new 
territory, and the sturdy, adventure- 
pome farmers of rocky New England 
were pushing their way westward, with 
the hope of finding the El Dorado of 
their dreams. 

Detroit, at this time, was a sight to 
behold.. Its streets were thronged with 
the covered wagons of the immigrants. 
Hunters and Indians, half breeds and 
soldiers were mingled in a chaotic mass. 

Among the great throng of home seek- 
ers that left Detroit on the 2d day of 
May, 1829, were James Harris, his wife 
and year old baby. Young Harris had 
put all of his earthly possessions into a 
covered wagon, and bidding. goodby to 
friends and relatives had joined that 
endless stream of home seekers that were 
pushing their way into the wilderness 
of Michigan, hoping by their energy 
and perseverance to build up a home for 
themselves and an inheritance fos their 
children, 

. The road westward from Detroit fol- 
lowed an old Indian trail, and by con- 
stant travel the mud had become so 
deep that it was almost impassable. 
Many of the pioneers left the old road 
and struck off into the wilderness, mak- 
ing roads for themselves. 

Among this number was James Har- 
ris, and all went well for a few days. 
After camping one night the wind sud- 
denly shifted to the northwest, and acold 
rain set in. This was the cighth day 
after leaving Detroit. The company that 
they had begun their journey with had 
gradually dropped off, and for two days 
they had traveled alone, alone in the 
great wilderness, unprotected save what 
protection the canvas covered wagons 
gave then. Was it any wonder that as 
they listened to the howh of the wolf 
and the hoot of the owl they became a 
little homesick? Harris had made a 
great fire of dry brush, and while it was 
burning brightly the family had gone 
to sleep, -From this sleep the young 
mother was nroused by a-sharp, hoarse 
congh from her baby. Sheimmediately 
awoke her hushing, 
thrown on the fire, and»nas) it blazed up 
the young mother peered anxionsly into 
the face of baby Ruth: One glance at 
the little drawn face resting om-her arm, 


andthe mother knew that the. baby bad 


that dread disease, the croup. Every- 
thing was done for ‘the ‘little sufferer 
that the distracted parents could do. 
They were young and inexperienced, 
and all night long they fought for the 
life of their littl one, but all in vain. 
Just as the first glimmer of light ap- 
peared in.the cast the -spirit of baby 
Ruth took its izat, The young mother, 
wild with grief, pressed the farm of her 
darlin: to ler breast, moaning und say- 
ing over and over again, ‘‘Baby is 
dead!" She refused to let her husband 
take the little one from her. She would 
never give it np; no, never! All that day 
they remained in camp. Toward evening 
the wife became calmer, ahd standing 
near the wagon with the babe in her 
arms she saw her husband dig the little 
grave, and when it was finished a rude 
box was mace, and she tenderly taid her 
baby to rest, with her own hands plac- 
ing it in the grave, and as the dirt rat- 
tiled down on the lid shë fell senseless 
into her husband’s arms. 

After filling the grave the young fa- 
ther took two little sprouts of Lombardy 
poplar that he had in the wagon, set- 
ting one at each end of the grave, and 
cutting the words ‘‘Baby Ruth’’ ona 
piece of board he placed it at the head 
of the little mound, and then they re- 
sumed their journey. Years passed, and 
a road was laid near the spot. The pop- 
lars grew and became a living monu- 
ment. The piece of board that had told 
the little one’s name was annually re- 
placed by some kind hand. 

Time passed quickly, and May 10 
had come and gone 35 times since baby 
Ruth was laid to rest in the wilder- 
ness; the poplars had grown to be 
trees and stood in a cleared field near 
the roadside; the surrounding forest had 
long since disappeared. A board was 
nailed to the trees with the words ‘‘Ba- 
by Ruth" painted onit. A carriage was 
passing by when the driver, an elderly 
man, glanced toward the trees and saw 
the inscription. He looked at the trees 
and at the sign, hitched his horse, made 
inquiry of a farmer near by as to the 
meaning of the sign and was told that 
when he came to the country he found 
the little grave marked with a rude 
board, and that he had spared the trees 
and nailed up anew board.

Sir Robert Ball on the Substances of Which 
the Bun Is Made. 
Let us see if we have the necessary 
dats ior d this solar ma- 
terial must be. We are first confronted 
with the fundamental question as to 
whether it is likely to be composed of 
elements found on the earth. -There was 
n fime no doubt when it might have 
been urged that in all probability the 
solar elements were 80 far different from 
any bodies known to terrestrial chemists 
that the solar clouds must be constituted 
of something altogether beyond our cog- 
lizance. But this view cannot be sus- 
tzined in the present state of science, 


Nothing is more remarkable in the re-. 


ent advance of knowledge than the 
clear demonstration of the fundamental 
unity between the elements present in 
the celestial bodies and -those elements 
of which the earth is composed. It is no 
doubt true that we have found gronnds 
for believing that there may be one or 
two clements in the sun which we do not 
find here. 

We have indced assigned to these 
dimly discerned elements the hypothet- 
ical names of coronium and helium. 
But even if such bodies exist at all they 
are certainly wanting in the essential 
qualities that must be attributed to any 
element which purports to be the active 
component of the photospheric clonds. 
There cannot bea réasonable doubt that 
the sun is mainly composed of elements 
both well known and abundant on the 
earth, It is clearly among these known 
bodies that it is our duty to search for 
the characteristic photospheric material. 

As | the terrestrial clouds consist of 
water they are derived’ not from a sim- 
ple element, but from 4 composite body 
formed of the gases—oxygen and hydro- 

| gen. The multitude of composite bodies 
is, of course, innumerable, and the task 
of searching for the solar constituents 
would therefore seem to be an endless 
| one, unless we were in some way en- 
abled |to restrict the field of inquiry. 
This ig just what the vast temperature 
j of the|sun permits us todo, It is well 
known that at a heat resembling that at 
| which| the photosphere| is maintained 
| chemical compounds cannot in general 
|} exist. Ordinary chemical compounds ex- 
posed to temperatures of such elevation 
are instantly resolved into their elemen- 
tary components, It is| thus manifest 
that in the endeavor to find the photo- 
spheric| material we have not toscan the 
illimitable field of chemital compounds. 
| We haye only to consider the several 
elementary bodies themselves. 
| ‘Thus at once the research is narrowed 
, to a choice among some 64 different ma- 
terials, this being about the number of 
the different elementary bodies. Most of 
them havo already been actually de- 
tected i the sun, and it is very likely 
that the others do really exist there also 
in some part or other of the sun’s mighty 
| volume.—Sir Robert Ball in Fortnight-

HOW IT WAS ACCOMPLISHED AFTER 
NAPOLEON FELL. 


Sent From the Palace Practically Alone 
and M'cuniless—Her Attendants Thought 
Only of Their Own Safety—Sheltered and 
Saved by an American. 


Miss Anna L. Bicknell, who was for 
many years a governess in the family of 
one of the ladies of the Empress Euge- 
nie’s household, writes of ‘*The Tuile- 
ries Under the Second Empire’’ in The 
Century, from which we take the fol- 
lowing account of the escape of the em- 
yress after the downfall of Napoleon in 
the Franco-German war: 

The chamber of deputies had been in- 
vaded by the mob; the downfall of the 
empire had been decreed; the republic 
had been proclaimed. The cries of the 
popular fury were heard in the very 
gardens of the Tuileries, and the enrag- 
ed populace was coming nearer and near- 
er. The crowd reached the reserved gar- 
den in front of the palace and tore down 
the emblematic imperial eagles. It was 
then a quarter past 3 in the afternoon. 

The Austrian and Italian embassa- 
dors now entreated the empress to leave 
the palace, but she warmly rejected the 
proposal. The daughter of a noble race, 
with the heroic blood of the Germans 
flowing in her veins, she could not but 
tousider flight as an act of cowardice 
She was a sentinel left to defend the 
post, and she would die there. The roar 
of the mob became louder and londer; 
the cries of ‘Vive la republique!’’ were 
distinctly heard. 

“Madame,” then said her faithful 
secretary, Pietri, ‘‘by remaining here 
you will cause a general massacre of 
your attendants."’ 

She seemed struck by this, and turn- 
ing to General Mellinet she said: 

“‘Can you defend the palace without 
bloodshed?" 

‘Madame, I fear not.” 

‘Then all is over,” said the empress 
She turned to those present. ‘‘Gentle- 
men, can you bear witness that I have 
done my duty to the last?” 

They hastily answered ‘‘Yes,’’ again 
urging her to leave. 

All her usual attendantsof the serv- 
ice d'honneur were assembled: in the 
rose colored room—a fairy bower, ill 
suited as a frame for such a tragic pic- 
ture, and which she was never to see 
again. She bade farewell toall. Strange 
to say—ancd the inexplicable fact has 
never been denied nor excused—not one 
of those present offered to follow her, 
not one asked her where she was seek- 
ing a refuge. Let us hasten to add that 
her ever faithful friend and follower, 
the Duc de Bassano, wasnot there. He 
was at the senate house vainly trying 
to stem the flood. But there were oth- 
ers who could have filled his place. 

All were bewildered and absorbed by 
selfish fears. One lady who filled a sec- 
ondary though confidential post in the 
household, Mme. Lebreton, sister to 
General Bourbaki, followed her unhap- 
py mistress into exile. With one faith- 
ful attendant, Pietri, and the two em- 
bassadors, the empress threaded the gal 
leries communicating with the Louyre 
while the mob broke into the Tuileries 
on the other side. There was a door of 
communication which was found lock- 
ed, and for one brief moment anxicty 
was intense, but the key was happily 
found, and crossing the splendid gallery 
of Apollo in the Louvre the fugitives 
found their way into the place opposite 
the Church of Saint Germain l’Auxer- 
rois. 

Two columns of insurgents were com- 
ing in different directions. The danger 
was great, and the Austrian embassador, 
Prince Metternich, went in haste to seek 
his carriage. Meantime a street boy 
called out, *‘There is the empress!’ 
Much alarmed, the Italian embassador, 
Chevalier Nigra, hastily thrust the em- 
press and Mme. Lebreton intoa hackney 
carriage and turned to silence the boy. 
The driver, frightened at the approach 
of the mob, drove off in violent haste, 
and the two embassadors immediately 
lost sight of the vehicle. 

The empress had no money about her, 
and when, on reaching a quieter region, 
the driver asked her where he was to 
take her she knew not whither to go. 
Several culls were made at the house 
of friends. None was at home, and the 
empress, utterly exhausted, and not 
knowing where to find a refuge, sud- 
denly remembered that Dr. Evans, the 
American dentist, lived near, and to 
him she went. Dr. Evans was about to 
go to difimer and at first refused to see 
the unknown lady who came at snch an 
‘anpropitiors time, but as she insisted 
upon speaking to him he came out and 
was struck with astonishment on finding 
himself in the presence of the fugitive 
‚empress. To his honor be it said that 
never in the days of imperial prosperity 
could she have met with more respect 
or mcre devoted zeal in her service than 
was now shown by Dr. and Mrs. Evans. 
Nothing that could be done for her com- 
fort was neglected, and Dr. Evans never 
‘eft his imperial guest until he had 
safely landed her on the English shore. 
Here at lcast there was neither ingrati- 
tude nor selfish fear, and the conduct of 
Dr. Evans on this memorable occasion 
will be remembered as a title of honor 
to his name and to his country.

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DIAMOND SMUGGLING. 


The Ease With Which Precious Stones of 
Large Value May Be Concealed. 

One of the simplest devices for smug- 
gling diamonds is that of the hollow 
heeled shoe, It is asserted that boots 
and shoes constructed so as to leave a 
small yacant space in the heels are easily 
obtained in Europe, and. they are espe- 
cially manufactured for the purpose of 
supplying smugglers with a means for 
escaping detection. 

The porons plaster has often served as 
a means of secreting dismonds. When 
it is understood that $10,000 worth of 
diamonds or more can easily be inclosed 

| in a paper parcel about as wide as this 

column, 11¢ inches high and about a 
quarter of an inch thick, it is easy to 
comprehend that such a package can be 
kept sccurely in place by means of an 
innocent but highly scrviceable porous 
plaster. 

One of the most ingenions methods 
ever employed was.the use of a cake of 
sozp, wherein a number of diamonds 
had been imbedded. It is highly proba- 
ble that this plan would have proved 
successful had it not been that the offi- 
cers of the government had received in- 
formation that the suspected person had 
dizmonds with him and searched his ef- 
fects so thoroughly that. they examined 
even the gem studded block of soap. 

The wife of this smuggler helped her 
sponse, and her plan was not less ingen- 
ious than that of her husband. Her hat 
Was ornamented with bunches of grapes, 
which under ordinary circumstances 
wonld only have awakened the envy of 
other wearers of bonnets Within the 
grapes were diamonds and faucy stones 
of great value. x 

Another smuggler was especially pro- 
vided by Providence with a smuggling 
device in the shape of a heavy covering 
of thick, bushy hair, which he arranged 
so that it stood up from his forehead 
-like an impenctrable bush. Within this 
mass of heavy hair he deposited a good- 
ly stock of diamonds and succeeded for 
a time in escaping the vigilance of the 
custom horse officiuls. 

As these echemes have become known 
to the custom house authorities the in- 
gennity of smugglers has been more se- 
verely taxed. A recent discovery dis- 
closed the following elaborate plan, 
which succeeded a great many times be- 
fore it was discovered: 

Two smugglers operated in partner- 
ship. The first crossed the ocean and be- 
fore leaving the wharf reserved a return 
berth for a certain date. The date and 
the number of the berth were at once 
cabled to his accomplice in America. 
Having purchased his diamonds, in due 
tithe he returned to this country in ac- 
cordance with the instructions previous- 
ly cabled. No amount of examination 
resulted in finding any diamonds upon 
his person. Meanwhile, however, his 
partner had secured the same berth. 

When the day for sailing came, part- 
ner No. 2, accompanied by his family, 
entered the cabin and extracted from a 
secure hiding place several parcels of 
diamonds left there by his accomplice. 
These he hauded to his tearful family, 
whe after bidding him goodby left the 
steamer unsuspected and brought the 
diamonds in‘o the market. It took along 
time to discover this scheme.—Jewel- 
ers’ Weekly.

The Minister Who Had Gone Through It

With a view to finding ont what slum-, 
ming in the toughest regions is like the 
reporter went to headquarters and asked 
one of Byrnes’ oldest and most trusted 
detectives to tell him some of his expe- 
riences in tuking slumming parties 
about in the region east of the Bowery.

“Of course we attracted attention 
there. The urchins yelled at us, the loaf- 
ers scowled at us, and unkempt hags 
stuck their heads out of windows over- 
head and made unpleasant comments. 
We paid no attention. One can’t afford 
to be squeamish in Double alley. The 
young ministers, however, began to look 
rather uncomfortable, and I reckoned 
they were getting scared and wished 
they’d staid at home. That wasn’t 
their kind, though, as I found out pretty 
quickly. When we got pretty near to the 
end of the place, we heard a terrific 
howling aud yelling in one of the houses. 
There were cries of ‘Murder!’ and ‘Help!’ 
mingled with curses and groans. It was 
a characteristic Cherry Hill mixed ale 
row from all indications. In a minute 
out staggered a drunken woman, her 
forehead bleeding profusely from a gash 
made by some sharp instrument. Close 
after her came a big, burly longshere- 
man brandishing s bottle. He reached 
the woman and brought the bottle down 
on her head with terrific force, stretch- 
ing her to the pavement.

The Grave of Poo. 

One ly one the landmarks of Rn 
gone by are vanishing in the progress of 
the present.. The old manor houses and 
colonial mansions, so rich in story and 
legend, are rarely found within the lim- 
its of a large city; the cross-road taverns 
and wayside inns—famed in poem and 
tale—met with se frequently on the 
roads of New England in the time of 
Hawthorne. are new crumbling away; 
while the quaint little churchyards, 
where the weeping-willow waves oyer 
the ivy-growm graves, giye place to the 
cemetery of theeity. But there yet re- 
mains a few oléChurchyards that have 
not succombed te the advance of popula- 
tion. around Trinity church lie buried 
many men who figured in the country’s 
history in early times; Benjamin Frank- 
lin sleeps in a little cemetery on one of 
Philadelphia’s busiest streets; and in 
Bekimore, Westminister churchyard, 
with) its ernmbling,time-worn stones and 
moas-cosesed mounds, is the resting 
place of owe of America’s greatest poets— 
Edgar Allam Poe. 

‘When Poe was living in Baltimore he 
would often samble among the vaults 
and through the erypt of this old church 
perhaps conceiving some weird ,tale or 
dreaming in poetic fancy. 

In the northwest corner of the ceme- 


tezy is the monument, plain but massive 


in jts proportions, marking the poet’s 
grave. It bears simply a profile, above 
which are the fadeless weeds of fame 
and the lyre of song, while below upon 
the base, the traveler reads his name, 
chiseled boldly from the marble. Around 
this spot are many tombs upon which 
Father Time has left his stamp, and oth- 
ersare found deeper within the shad- 
ow of the towering steeple. Among-the 
several vaults in the rear of tke lot, cu- 
rious in their quaint old styles, is one 
with a blue stone door and slanting roof, 
in whiety is buried Commodore Hollins, 
of the Confederate mavy. Neighboring 
strnctures are 2ti}+ more obsolete in their 
build; one in partieplar resembling a 
pyramid; another’s pointed roof reaches 
to a height of ten or twelve feet; and yet 
a third third, whose shingle covering 
contrasts strongly with the rounded 
domes of grass seen so frequently in a 
larger necropolis, stands sentinel beside 
the path—s house of gloom and horror. 
an wbbey for the dead. 

But emong a)l these ‘memorials, over 
some of whicb a hundred winters have 
passed, the poet sleeps apart from: 
friends and relatives. His wife is bum 
ried in another state and “Lenore,” the 
kind friend of his early life,liyed and 
died across the ocean. 

Paltimore, the scene of the poet’s 
death, can boast of no tomb of greater 
tame than this plain memorial, marking 
the spot where lies all that is mortal of 
the man who gave to the world such 
poems as “Annabel Lee,” and the 
“Haunted Palace.”

Made Since Last Season. 


A writer to the Baltimore Sun from 
Ocean City says: 

A good many improvements have been 
made bere since last year. The board 
walk for a mile has been raised eighteen 
inches ‘and widened two feet. It was 
necessary to raise the board walk on ac- 
count of the large quantity of sand that 
wasbed up during the winter.

Mayor Sidney Wilson who thinks there 
is no place in the country like Ocean 
City, says he expects it will become the 
most popular resort along the Atlantic 
cost in a few years. “Uf course,” said he 
“Ocean City bas got to become known, 
but when people fully realize that the 
place has a magnificent beach uf beau- 
tifal white sand and a fine bey sixty 
miles long that separates it from the 
mainland, Ocean City will boom. The 
steamboat and railroad service from Bal- 
timore is much better thau last year, 
since the coalation of the Eastern Shore 
Railroad and Choptank Steamboat com- 
panies resulted In placing the fast steam- 
er Cambridge on the route from Balti- 
more to Clayborne.”

Drowned at Sharptows-

PFrohjbition Picnic and a Besatiful Dis- A-Number of Improvements Have Been Ony of Baltimore Resists Payment for a 


Keeley Greduate. 


A teat case to determine the validity 
of the inebriate law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature was argued 
last Tuesday in the Circuit Court before 
Judge Dennis, who reserved his decision 
City Counsellor Hayes, who claimed that 
the law is unconstitutional, declared it 
to be “the most monstrous piece of leg- 
islation” he had ever heard of. Fred- 
erick W. Storey, Counselor for the Keel- 
ey Institute in Maryland, argued in sup- 
port of the law, claiming that ite effect 
would} be beneficent. Mr. Philip W. 
Avirett, the athor of the law, was pres- 
ent during the argument. a 

The law provides that any habitual 
dronkard in Maryland who bas lived in 
the state six months and who 1s & pau- 
per may be sent to the institute for treat- 
ment at the expense of the city af Bal- 
timore, if he lives in the city, or at the 
expense of any county in which he may 
reside. It also provides that $100 shall 
be paid by the city or couaty for each 
drunkard so treated. Mr. Hayes who 
was a member of the last legislature, 
says the law was passed by the legisla- 
tive committee of which be was cbair- 
man and also by the senate when he 
was absent on public business: 

The case argued was the third of the 
kind that has arisen in Baltimore. In 
first case an order was signed commit- 
ting the drunkard to Keeler Institute, 
at Laurel, and he bas been discharged 
as cured. Mr. Hayes says the city has 
refused to pay the bill, and will contin- 
ue to refuse to pay all such bills until 
legally compelled to do so. It is probable 
that the case will reach the Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Mayor Latrobe directed Mr. Hayes to 
oppose the law. stating that the city Bad 
no funds to pay the large amount of 
money which would probably be neces- 
sary tocarry outthe measure. In bis 
argument before the court Mr. Hayes 
said the inebriate law imposes a heavy 
tax on the citizens of Baltimore without 
providing that the city shall be teard 
in the matter, and is in conflict with the 
State and United States constitutions, 
Thgjaw also deprives the city of a jury 
tria r. Han’s.said, which is in conflict 
with the state donatitution. 

Mr. Hayes also claimed that the Leg- 
islature had no power to impose on the 
taxpayers of Baltimore a burden which 
might amount to millions of dollars with 
out the consent of the taxpayers. 

“Under this law,” he continued, “ev- 

ery dronkard in the country may be 
pumped into Baltimore, and after living 
there six months all of them may be 
sent to an institution at the expense of 
the city. This is contrary to the consti- 
tutional provision that no debt may be 
contracted by the city without an enab- 
ling actof the legislature. The act is 
ex parte throughout. The legislature 
transcended its power when it um- 
dertook to impose this burden on Bal- 
timore without its consent. The Legis- 
lature has no power to coerce the city 
into doing anything not appertaining to 
its municipal functions. There is no 
fund in the city treasury to meet this 
expense. 
. “Suppose there are 30,000 habitual 
drunkards ih Baltimore, all of whom 
could ayail themselves of this law, then 
$3,000,000 would have tu be raised by 
taxation to pay for their treatment. The 
law imposes upon the city an unlimited 
expense which the taxpayers would be 
compelled to pay ifthe tax is upheld. 
A babitual drunkard is not an object of 
public or governmental concern unless 
he crosses the line and becomes a law- 
breaker.” In his argument Mr. Haye 
cited a number of authorities to support 
his contention. 

James H. Preston Speaker of the last 
House and coungel in the case, argued 
in support of the law: He said that if 
the city had no money to meet the ex- 
pense and carry out the law, a levy 
would baye to be made forthe purpose 
The Legislature had as much right te 
pass the inebriate law, he contended, as 
to pass the laws creating the offices of 
supervisors of elections and liquor li- 
cense commissioners. “The inebriate 
law was discussed in the legislatiye com- 
mittee,” he contended, “and was gener- 
ally regarded as the highest public im- 
portance. Ifthe city does not pay the 
money, it may be compelled to do so 
by mandamus.” 

Mr. Storey aleo argued that the, legis- 
lature had the same right to pass tbe in- 
ebriate law as to establish supervisors 
of elections and liquor license commis- 
sioners and to provide for the treatment 
of insane paupers. If the inebriate law 
be unconstitutional he contended so are 
the others mentioned. “The inebriate 
law was passed in the interest of the 
morals of the whole state,” he continued 
“and it is, therefore, not a question of 
how it concerns Baltimore alone. It is 
preposterons to suppose that large num- 
bers of drunkards will come to Maryland 
for the purpose of taking advantage of 
the law.

Mr. Hayes who made the closing argu- 
ment, briefly replied to the argument 
tbat other laws are on the same footing 
as the inebriate law.

HINDOO CREMATION. 


THEY BURN THE BODIES OF ‘THEIR 
DEAD IN THE OPEN AIR. 


A Strange and Santiars Siode Which Has 
Been Practiced hy Them For Thousands 
of Years—The Biewrt State From the 
Hindoo Standpoaint. 


Alvhough we are beginning to believe 
more and more every year in cremation 
and think ourselves accordingly ad- 
ranced, the Hindoos have practiced it 
for thousands of years. The funeral pile 
of arajah sometimes costs lacs of rupees. 
A Hindoo body is sometimes burned 
when 8 rupees cover the entire expenses. 
The rich Hindoo may be somewhat ex- 
clusive. The Hindoo. masses do every- 
thing simply and openly. They bathe 
out of doors, they pray out of doors, they 
cook ont of doors, they die out of doors 
and their bodies are burned out of doors, 
There are three burning ghats in Cal- 
cutta. 

A writer to the Pall Mall Budget tells 
yery entertainingly of a visit she made 
to one of the cheapest and most primi- 
tive of these three. 

Just as she entered into the inclosure 
where a burning ghat was in full ope- 
ration there was a crack—a sharp retort 
like a pistol The heat had just broken 
through a dead man’s skull It was the 
last human part to protest against the 
extinguishment of death. 

The funeral pile of a poor Hindoo 
looks like an ordinary kitchen yard 
wood pile. But if you go up close to it 
you discover something very like a hu- 
man form, a glowing, charred mass, dis- 
tinguished from every other shape, ani- 
mate or inanimate, for the Hindoos lit- 
erally purify their dead by fire’ The 
body is burned until absolutely nothing 
remains but a handful of ashes, ashes 
wholly free from any unclean or poison- 
ous matter. As the writer was closcly 
observing the glowing pile a new body 
was brought in and the rite begun. 

Two coolies carried “the body upon a 
rude litter, woven from coarse grasses 
and held together by outlines of bamboo. 
Two of the dead man’s brothers follow- 
ed, chatting pleasantly. Four stout 
sticks of wood were driven upright into 
the ground, at the corners of an imagi- 
nary parallelogram about six feet by 
two. Between these four posts were 
loosely laid sticks of dry, cheap wood. 
When the pile was a littlc more than 
three feet Ligh, the body was laid upon 
it. A dirty piece of crash, of the quality 
the coolies wear about their loins, partly 
wrapped the dead. One of the brothers 
stepped up and poured about four onnces 
of oi] over the body. This insured a 
quicker cremation, but was something 
of a Inxury and nota universal practice. 
The oil must have cost about three pice. 
The other brother paid the coolies, who 
shouldered the light, ewpty litter and 
marched gayly out. 

More wood was piled upon the dead. 
A thin stick was lighted at the other 
funeral pile, which was now flaming 
finely, the second pile was lighted, and 
the cremation of the newcomer was be- 
gun. The two brothers appeared very 
interested in the igniting and decidedly 
pleased when it was accomplished. They 
squatted down upon the ground, just so 
far from the pile that they might feel 
that their scant, filthy garments were 
fairly safe from the sparks, but near 
enough to watch all the changing phases 
of the cremation and to see easily when 

j it was consummated. 

They untied a dirty rag from about a 

small bundle one of them had brought 


with them. They took ont a small earth-. 


en bowl. It was clean and shining, ind 
80 was the brass chattee each lifted from 
his filthily turbancd head. The chattees 
held water. The bowl held curry and 
rice. They fell to eating with gusto. 
And, pray, why not? They were eating 
to live. Their brother was burning to 
live—to live in Hindoo paradise. From 
the Hindoo point of view this state was 
far more blessed. 

The cremation which was in full blast 
when the writer arrived wns finally 
completed. Two distinct kinds of ashes 
were left. The human ashes were care- 
fully gathered into anold chattee. The 
authorities do not allow those ashes to 
be thrown into the river, and they are 
never thrown there in the presence of 
Europeans. The ashes of the wood were 
swept swiftly away. The bits of wood 
not quite burned were frugally collected 
to be utilized in the next pile. 

The correspondent also tells of a visit 
to a burning gbat after sundown. 
“Night,” she goes on, “‘is the time of 
Hindoo leisure, as indeed it is of most 
primitive peoples The inclosure was 
crowded with burning piles. 

“We sailed down the Ganges. The 
outlines of the attendants cf the dead 
and of the funeral pile were sharply 
silhouetted against the black background 
of the dark night by the flames of the 
grewsome death fires. And from that 
part of the shore sacred to Hindoo wor- 
ship came the shrieking and the songs 
of many thousand half mad devotees. 

“In a primitive part of interior India 
I once saw a maharajah’s funeral pile. 
It had cost a positive fortune. It was 
built of expensive spicy woods and. sat- 
urated with costly oils. It was richly 
gilded, and the dead was wrapped in 
embroidered silken sheets. For miles 
the air was sweet and pungent and thick 
with the perfumed smoke. I remember 
having thought when a child that the 
literally sweetest experience I ever had 
was the attending of a high mass at St. 
Peter’s in Rome. But now I must own 
that_ the sweetest smell I ever smelled 
was the burning of a maharajah’s fu- 
neral pile.” :

MENTAL iMaGES. 

Material Pictures Contemporancous With 
Thought Impressed Upan the Brain. 
“A man conversing in earnest,’’ says 

Emerson in his essay on ‘‘Nature,’’ ‘‘if 

he watch his intellectual processes, will 


find that a materia! image, more or less' 


luminons, arisés in his mind contempo- 
Tancous with every thought, which fur- 
nishes the yestment of the thought.’” 

This power of forming mental images 
appears to vary instrength among indi- 
yidusls to a considerable degree. Natu- 
rally we should expect to find it power- 
ful in poets und artists, Charles Dick- 
ens has himself told us that he actually 
“saw” his creations as he wrote, and M. 
Taine mentions a painter who only look- 
ed at an „object while he sketched its 
outline and was able to fill in the colors 
from the image of itin his mind. On 
the other hand, there are people of equal 
intelligence who, being unable to see 
such mentab images themselves, have 
doubted their existence, and Mr. Fran- 
cis Galtem has shown that habits of ab- 
stract thought, such.as men of science 
and philosophers indulge in, are apt to 
weaken the capacity.of forming mental 
Pictures. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick cf Winona, Minn., 
an experimental psychologist, has made 
a scries of observations on this phenom- 
enon with the help of his classes. The 
scholars were asked to write down just 
what came into their minds when cer- 
tain familiar words, such as ‘’book,’’ 
‘tree, '’ ‘‘church, ’’ were called out, and 
the answers were carefully investigated. 
Ee fonnd that the majority of the stu- 
dents formed distinet images of the ob- 
jects corresponding to the words, and 
the rest formed indistinct images, with 
a few exceptions, who seem to have in- 
dulged in philosophical abstractions. 
The word ‘‘book,’’ for example, called 
up visions of a Bible, a dictionary, a 
novel, in all but a few scholars, who 
thonght of *‘food for the mind” or ‘‘the 
thoughts of some person.’’ The word 
‘tree’ was represented by some kind of 
tree, more especially the illnstrions cher- 
ry tree which George Washington cut 
down. The word ‘‘church"’ usually 
evoked a picture of some church in the 
vicinity, but some of the hearers thought 
of a ‘religious orgartization.’’ It is ev- 
ident from his results that most people 
aro “‘visuctizcrs’’ in thinking, while a 
fow are ‘‘nonvisualizers.’? The tenden- 
cy to form distinct images was very 
conspicuous among the female students, 
adin both sexes if reaches an abnor- 
mal Gevelopmext abont the ages of 14 
acl 15, or daring the period of adolcs- 
couce, which, it has been otherwise ob- 
served, is also one of exceptional good 
health and-rapid growth. The tendevcy 
is further checked or fostered by the oc- 
cuvations in life. —Casscll’s Magazine. 

ALL ABOUT PENS. 
Ap Interesting Accéunt of Their Invention 
and Evolution. 

Sharp pointed bodkins, madeof bronze, 
of steel or of iron, wers—the_first pens, 


and they were casd for cutting-out let- 


ters aud hierceglyphics in the limestone, 
sandstone orsteatite of eastern countries, 
Such pens were also used for writing on 
Assyrian tablets. The tallets were made 
of soft clay. aud after receiying inscrip- 
tious were dried in the ‘sun or baked in 
ibe fire. 

In the far east and in Egypt the cam- 
al’s hair pencil soon took the place of the 
metal boikin. With the pencil letters 
were painted on the skins of animals 
end thobark of trees, in much the same 
tunner that the Chinese «iraw them on 
paper atthe present day. 

In Persia, Greece and Syria wax aud 
leaden tablets came into use, and the 
styIns Lecsimt the popnlur pen. The 
styIns was made of bone, ivory or metal, 
with one end pointed and the other fat- 
tened. The flattened eid was used to 
eruse errors made in writisg. 

The nse of parchment and papyrus, 
aowever, called fer a mħzo flexible pen 
than cither the bod!in orthe stylus. so 
reed peus were invented. For making 
these pius n peculiar kind of reed was 
osed, which was shaped to a point and 
split, similar to the pens now in use. 

In A.D, 553 it was discovered that 
quills mzde wuch better pens than reeds, 
Tie quills of the goosc, theswnn and the 
crow were used principally. Several 
centuries Inter, when writing paper was 
introduced into England, the quill pen 
was Stll the favorite writing instrument, 
However, the quill ponus had been great- 
ly improved, and those from Russia and 
Holland were excellent. 

In the curly part of the present ceutury 
there was n demand for something better 
and more dnrable than quill pens, Ac- 
cordingly a great many experiments 
were made with horn, glass, tortoise 
shell and finally with steel, silver and 
cold. Itwrs:cou found that pens made 
of horn sud tortoise shell softened under 
the action of the ink and were not so 
good as quill pens. Nor were the silver 
pens very good. They were too elastic 
and too easly worn at the points. 

In 1803 steel was tried in Wise’s barrel 
pens, but being poorly made and very 
expensive they were not a smccess. At 
Birmingham, England, in” 20 the mamn- 
ufacture of steel pens been in earucst, 
and they proved to Le exelent. The 
first gross of steel pens cold in Birming- 
tam brought $10 at wholesale. 

They were soon mariufactnred in great 
numbers and have been petting better 
and cheaper all the time, until now we 
can buy for .a trifie the best stecl pen 
made. Europe has always excelled in 
the manufacture of steel pens, and Amer- 
ica is noted for the anufactare of gold 
pens.—Philadelphia Times. 

Adullterated Food In Maris. 

In the guise of fine brandy baye we 
not drank alcohol made from potatoes, 
added to by sulphuric acid, ammonia or 
white soap, colored with nutgalls or car- 
amels, and owing its savor to insect 
powder, ginger and pimento put into it 
profusely? As for rum, it is colored with 
prunes or with tar, and savor is given by 
adding the raspings of tanned leather. 
In beer, instead of hops we find aloes, 
gentian, centaury and ox bile. In the 
milk we drink there are water, whites of 
eggs, brown “sugar, rice, essence of car- 
rots and the brains of animals. Some- 
times there is even a little real milk 
drawn from a real, live cow. 

For almost nothing youcan have a su- 
perb box of canved lobsters, but in the 
sheet iron boxes that yon buy yon'will 
only find cuttle fish, Tainted salmon, 
trout and other “denizens of the sea” 
are embalmed by injecting into them 
salts or zinc. The scales are made fresh 
again by rnbbing them With vaseline, 
and the fius by rubbing them with fresh 
blood. Gingerbread has for base potus- 
sium or soap, cream has vaseline added 
and is guaranteed to never spoil, and 
there are plenty of preserves into which 
not one bit of fruit has ever entered of 
which they bear the name. Take aquan- 
tity of glucose, mix with it salphuric 
acid or amidon, give it flavor with spe- 
cial ethers, cover the whole with a fine 
label and gain a respectable and respect- 
ed fartune. 

In chicory, the coffee of the poor, is 
found the raspings of carrots, of beans, 
of glands, of torrified breat, of beet 
pulp. of brick dust and of ocher.—Letter 
in New Orleans Picayune.

A Lively and Historic Tot

Cheapside ia s street, and «’besy ane | 


—the busiest, I dare say, of the whole 
world of streets. It is not long; itis not 
beantifnl; it is not the resort of the 
fashionable; it is a business thorough» 
fare from first to last, and it has more 
history crammed into its short stretch 


i Cheapsi 
ing not at the side of anything in the 
present era, but at the heart of all things, 
being in the heart of London, ha a very 
important place in civic afaire. It is 
what they call “an artery of trafic,” 
asphalted into the bargain and afford- 
ing ingress and exit as between the city 
and the regions west. If it has a quarter 
of a mile to its length, it has as much 
as it can legitimately claim, and even 
that includes a little slice at the eastern 
end called the ‘‘Ponltry,”’ a title which 
signifies a local .purpose in the pictur- 
esque past, ` 

Cheapside has at one end the Poultry, 
but this need not be counted as a seps- 
rate entity. Anat the Poultry end is 
the Mansiou Eouse, where lives the lord 
mayor in goli lace state. Cheapside 
bumps into Threadneedle street, up to 
the steps of the Royal Exchange and 
against tho walls of the Bank of Eng- 
land, institniions which are both useful 
and ormamcntal At the other end of 
Chenpside there is astatue of Sir Robert 
Poel. But I venturo to say that half the 
people who pars there cvery day do not 
know whose statue it is, and of the oth- 
er half an inconsiderable fraction will 
have some accurate notion as to who Sir 
Robert Peel really was, the balance be- 
ing «ble to suggest only that he had 
“something to do with the police.”’ 

Chezpside is to London what lower 
Broadway is to New York, between the 
postofice and Wall street. Shops, shops, 
shops, insurance companies, great mer- 
cantile honses, restanranta, a church— 
Dick Whit*ington’s—that is to say, 
Bow church, where t! e bells still tingle 
—these are the sintionnry ingredients of 
Cheapside. Ox:nibnees, human beings, 
cabs and cwis vrrs zre the movable 
ones. Che: pside is ike tho channel of a 
tidal river—at ove time of tho day the 
current sets in one direction, and at an- 
other time ii ebbs to the opposite course. 

Tho strect has many funny little trib- 
utaries, wit fanny little names, Bread 
street, Fridley street, Ironmonger laue 
aud Old Jcwry being some of these— 
narrow passages whtre in days more 
primitive than our own opposite neigh- 
bors leancd ent of windows and shook 
hands across tic street, while from the 
pavement they could scarcely have seen 
the sky, so closcly did the overhznging 
stories approach to the roofs thereof. 
But there «re no dwellings in Cheapside 
now, nor in the adjacent tributaries. 
The buildings are all for business pur- 
poses only. The old vogue of overhang 
has been long dispcured with, and s 
sprightly modern air is worn by the 
commercial! architecture. 

One kind of commodity Cheapside has 
in more abundance than any other place 
on the whirling footstopl—jewelry. It 
may not be the most sumptuous jewelry 
that ever was made, it may not compare 
with the golden filigree work of Za- 
mara, but it is jewelry ucverthcless and 
of a good sort for the moderate classes. 
And there is so much of it that it over- 
flows the contractod emporiums and 
flows in cascades and Niagaras of watch 
chains, necklaces, fantastic guards, be- 
hind the plate glass windows. 

It seems to be a trick of Cheapside’s 
shops tò display all their treasures to 
the preocenpicd eyes of thore who here 
march in legions along the pavement. 
They pour their wares into their win- 
dows with a reckless profusion suggest- 
ive of the oricnt—that is to say, the 
orient you read sbont, not the orient 
which actually exists. The jewelry of 
Cheapside is mainly silver jewelry, and 
the radiance of the windows is the white 
radiance which tarnishes with such hap- 
less result in the London fog. 

Cheapside is- best seen between 9 
and 10 in the morning or between 5 and 
7 in the*aftcrnoan, either when every- 
body is coming to or going from his oc- 
cupatiou. Butall day long the street is 
crowded from end to end, so crowded 
that you cannot anywhere-cross it in 
safety, except at the points wee con- 
stables are stationed to regulate the traf- 
fic. 

One of the odd features of Cheapside 
is the line of pedestrians who stand in 
either gutter, stringing along the curbs 
and yending catchpenny toys These 
merchants are an amusing lot in their 
way. Their harangnes are endless and 
not wholly lacking in wit, although 
their language is not altogether parlia- 
mentary. They sell-the most wonderful 
assortment of ingenious toys that you 
can imagine, and every weck or two 
they. produce some new thing. Variety 
is the spice of their trade. The wonder- 
ful toys that can be bought of them for 
a penny allure all kinds of people who 
go cityward. I know men on the Stock 
Exchange who make it a point to buy 
every new penny toy that appears on 
Cheapside. Their collections have al- 
ready the appearance of a lesser South 
Kensington museum or a glorified Low- 
ther arcade. The penny toy venders may 
not pause in their vending. The watch- 
fal ‘‘bobby’’ keeps them on the move, 
& necessary precaution in this thick 
xtream of traffic. One should see these 
penny toy men. Until he sces them he 
has not seen Cheapside, and until he has 
seen Cheapside he has not seen London. 
Besides tho penny toys are the only 
vheap things in Cheapside. —London 
Cor. Boston Herald. *

SHE HAD LIVED FOURTEEN YEARS 
AND HAD MANY COURTIERS. 


A Touching Scone at the House of Sir John 


the Lay Mind a Serious Matter to the Nat- 
uralist—Interesting Facts About Ants. 


The waste of life in an ordinary for- 
micary is great. Maltitudes are contin- 
ly perishing. beneath the. careless 

of human beings and cattle. A’ 

man or woman can hardly walk the 
garden without destroying many lives 
of busy creatures intent upon errands of 
their daily life. Birds pick them up as) 
a delicate morsel. Toads and serpents 
are fond of a menu of living ants, and 
other creatures prey upon them. There- 
fore it becomes necessary to recruit the 
community day by day, and the number 
of recruits must exceed the daily waste 
if the social power of the family is not 
to be diminished. No wonder, therefore, 
that the fertils queen is a person of such 
consequence and is so carefully guarded. 
But it may be asked, Is she able to 
meet such demands upon her fecundity? 
Quite sa. The number of eggs which an 
ordinary queen can lay in any one season 

amounts to many thousands, and the | 
possible capacity of a single queen no 
doubt reaches scores of thousands of fer- 

tile eggs. 

I was permitted to note the touching. 
interest which focuses upon the queen 
of a formicary while visiting.Sir John 
Lubbock one summer morning at his 
home in London. This. distinguished 
naturalist had succeeded in preserving 
two ant queens to a marvelous age, one 
of these having reached the vast antiq- 
nity. of 14 years. This longevity was 
due to the careful protection extended i 
by Sir John and his attendants, for it | 
is true of emmet herds as well as of | 
domestic animals that they thrive under : 
human protection. As I greeted Sir 
John on the morning referred to, in re- | 
sponse toan invitation to breakfast with 
him and some of his friends, I inquired 
at once about the health of his ancient 
queen 

‘Alas, doctor!’ he cried, ‘‘I have sad 
news to tell you. My old queen is 
dead!” 

“Dead!” I exclaimed. ‘'This is sad į 
news indeed. When did she die?’’ 

“Only last night,” was the response, 
“and I have not yct told my wife about 
it, for I dare say she will feel as badly 
over the loss as myself." 

Perhaps this may seem trivial to the 
ordinary lay mind, but to Sir John Lub- | ' 
bock and the writer it was a serious 
matter, for it ended one of the most in- 
teresting experiments as to the pro- 
longed life of invertebrate creatures that 
the world has ever known. 

**May I see the queen?” I asked. 

"Yes; she is just here in the adjoin- 
ing room."' 

Turning aside from the waiting com- 
pany of distinguished persons who wera 
to sitdown with us at breakfast, we 
went to see the dead queen.

But no one who wit- 
nessed that scene could donbt the strong 
interest arid affection with which the 
venerable queen ant was regarded by 
her subjecta. 

Speaking of interment, it may not be 
amiss to say that ants have a curious 
habit of carrying the dead of their own 
community from the confines of the for- 
micary, depositing them together in a 
convenient spot outside the bounds. So 
far as I have observed, they do not treat 
the carcass of an alien ant in this way, 
but appear to show this mark of respect- 
to those of their own community alone. 
This is the basis of the popular notion; 
that ants have cemeteries for the burial 
of their brotherhood. Ihave verified the 
fact to the extent above stated, and the 
point opens an interesting field for 
larger and more active study by some 
enterprising lover of emmet life 

It has been said that the ant egg when 
dropped by the queen is seized by one of 
the attendants and carried away to,the 
nurses. These receive it and place it in 
one of the chambers along with others 
of its kind. In a little while the egg be- 
comes a little white worm, or larva, 
with a greedy appetite for sweets. It is 
as helpless ns a haman baby and as.de- 
pendent upon the care of adults That 
care is not wanting. One can-hardly 
fail to notice also the common charac- 
teristic of maternal fondness in dealing 
with these baby ants. The nurses shift | 
the little ones back and forth, from one | 
position to another, as far at least as a | 
human being can judge, without having | 
bettered the matter.in the least. Seer- 
ingly they have only indulged the fancy 
of a mother to move about her baby just 
to gratify her own affections. They even 
appear to me at times to take the little 
things up and dandle them, after the 
fashion af a young mother and her first 
infant. However, all this may be bnt 
‘‘anthropom: " astate of mind 
from which the observer of social in- 
sects can ever wholly escape. —

Ther | 
are put into a pan with a pieco of but- 
ter, the juice of half a lemon and a 
little pepper and salt. 

A ragout of peas needs but to be eaten 
to be appreciated. Put three ounces of 
butter into a saucepan with a teaspoon- 
ful of minced onion, a few leaves of 
fresh mint, pepper and salt. When these 
ingredients have simmered for a few 
minntes—take care that they do not 
acquire the least color—add a quart of | 
green peas and shake the pan to prevent 
their burning. After five minutes add 
half a pint of water, a very little borax 
and half a teaspoonful of powdered 
sugar. Cover the pan closely and draw 
it to the side of the fire and let the con- 
tents cook slowly for about three-quar- 
ters of an hour. If allowed to boil, the 
water will soon be absorbed, and unless 
more is added at once the peas, instead 
of being large and tender, will be 
shriveled and hard.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette. 


A Bottle of Tea. 

When you are starting ont on a jour- 
ney of two or three days’ duration, a 
bottle of tea should accompany you. 
Tea is one of the best things in the 
world to put in drinking water to im- 
prove its taste and counteract the effect 
of change in water, which affects some 
people seriously. Take a quarter of a 
pound of tea—black tea is best, or the 
uncolored Japan—and pour over it near- 
ly a quart of boiling water. Let it 
stand for an hour or two; then pour off | 
the liquid in a bottle, put a glass stop- 
per in it and carry in your 
bag. Pour a tablespoonful or two in the 
water you drink If yon desire isod tea! 
to drink with your lnr-i; you have only 
to put two o>-three tablespoonfuls of 
the decoction in a glasa and add ice wa- 
fer from the cooler, and you have a 
pure and healthy drink. It is said that ` 
the reason the Chinese drink so much 
tea is because the water in that country ;

A HOUSE OF WORSHIP CALLED 
“CHURCH OF THE RAGPICKERS.” 


It Is the Queerest Place of the Kind iz 
New York and Probably In the Coum- 
try—There Sens and Daughters of Italy 
Combine Religioa and Business. 


Not many New Yorkers have ever 
heard of the “Church of the Ragpick- 
ers.” In the neighborhood of Roosevelt 
street, where it is located, this is the 
familiar name of the Roman Catholic 
church of St. Joachim, of which Father 
Vincini is the pastor. The members are 
Italians exclusively, inhabitants of the 


have rented the lower half of the church 
for the storage of their goods the nick- 
name which designates the church as 
the peculiar place of worship of this 
class came into use. > 

Years ago, when Roosevelt street was 
not so squalid and as witb 
human beings as it is today, this church 


men of down town New York, living 
there, and the neighborhood was emi- 
nently respectable. 

Now the church stands with a cheap 
lodging house on one side and a typical 
alum grocery store on the other. A nest 
of tough saloons are near by, up and 
down the street. Organized in 1888, the 
Italian population thereabouts grew so 
rapidly within a radius of a mile that 
the church has now one of the largest 
congregations in the city. 

The building is of brick and is dingy 
and dirty. Itis only by standing acroes 
the street that you can see a small crosa 
on the roof, the only thing about the 
edifice that suggests its religious charac- 
ter. Looking in on the first floor, you will 
witness a curious spectacle. The whole 
depth and breadth of the floor is filled 
with rags. Rags loose, rags in piles and 
rags in bales ready for shipping are all 
about. Big cranes and chains for hoist- 
ing purposes run here and there. Half 
buried in these piles of rags are men, 
women and children—the men and wom- 
en busy assorting rags and the fat, brown 
youngsters tumbling about in play or 
sleeping, as the case may be. 

It is the biggest ragshop in this city. 
It is wholesale and retail in the sense 
that here the individual ragpickera of 
the town dispose of their wares, which 
are assorted and baled and sold for man- 
ufacturing purposes, The pastor of St. 
Joachim's rents this lower floor to the 
company that conducts this rag business 
at a good rental, and indeed were it not 
for that the mission would suffer. 

Italians are very practical about th 
religion, when they care for it at all, an 
they are very slow at contributing to the 
support of the church and expect a good 
deal of religion for a very little money. 

The church proper is on the floor over 
the ragshop, and this in itself gives au 
odd .character to the services at times. 
On weekdays the men are at work in the 
basement when services are going on up 


ing the celebration of the mass. While 
a reporter was there the other day one 
of the ragpickers in the basement sang 8 
hymn to the Virgin while the services 
were going on, and his voice was of rare 
sweetness and purity. 

At certain hours of the day laborers 
will come in, pet their picks and shovels 
in a corner, and then join in the devo- 
tions. The peanut venders and fruh 
stand keepers in the neighborhood al 
waysattend the services for at least a 
few minutes each day. Bootblacks wan- 
der in with boxes on their backs and say 
a few brief prayers, and the Italian pop 
ulation generally comes and goes. 

Six masses are said in St. Joachim’s 
church every Sunday, and from 1,50¢ 
to 1,500 persons attend every mass, 8c 
that some 9,000 or more people wor- 
ship in the little church every week. 
Father Morilli, who established thie 
mission, and, who conducted it for 
years, has been sent to New England 
to organiz» Italian churches there. 
His place has been taken by a younger 
priest, Father Vincini. The position of 
parish priest of St. Joachim’s is that of a 
patriarch. Not only does he marry his 
parishioners, baptize their children and 
bury their dead, but is their constant 
adviser in other matters. He settles 
their disputes of all sorts, from business 
differences to lovers’ quarrels. 

One trouble the priest has to conterd 
with is the manner in which his charges 
get married. Coming from Italy, where 
civil marriages are the proper thing, the 
Italians believe that the same laws ob 
tain here. Asa result the Italian quar- 
ter is filled with professional marriage 
brokers and matchmakers. 

They bring couples together for a fee, 
then steer them to the city hall, where 
two men haye for years done a steady 
business securing aldermen to marry 
couples, in getting certificates for them 
and arranging all the details of city hall 
weddings. Father Vincini tries to im- 
press upon his people that he will marry 
them for nothing at all, but they still 
flock to thecity hall. Some of them buy 
pictures of the building and ‘send them 
to Italy sothat their friends may see the 
palace in which they were married.— 
New York World.

Dr. Cotman's Interesting Theory About the 
Relation of Bounds to Color.

E OF A FREEBOOTER 
Lewis Stanley, The Supposed Lead- 
er of the Organized Band of 


“Swamp Angels” Arrested In 
Baron Creek. 


The littl town of Mardela was 
the centre of a convulsion of excite- 
ment early this week, which, figuratively 
speaking, caused the valleys to tremble 
and the hilltops to shake throughont 
lower Sussex, and all the western part 
of Wicomico county, including the towns 
of Sharptown, Riverton, Mardela, Nan- 
ticoke, and Vienna in Dorchester coun- 
ty. 

The cause of so unusual a disturbance 
was the arrest of Lewis Stanley, a color- 
ed man 25 years old, who is supposed to 
be the leader of a company of free boot- 
ers whose operations have for several 
months extended over the territory 
above named. On November 4th last, 
the Apverrisezz published this account: 

“For several months the inhabitants 
ofthat portion of Sussex county, Del-, 
and Wicomico county, Md., which bord- 
ers on the Nanticoke river, have been 
pozzied and annoyed by numerous 
thefts committed in their midst. 

Private houses, stores and kitchens 
have been entered and ransacked, and 
money and provislonsextracted and tak- 
en away. At first no clue to the perpe- 
trators to these lawless acts could be got- 
ten, but recently suspicion settled upon 
a number of white and colored men who 
reside in the yicinity of Sharptown and 
Riverton. 

This suspicion was verified, the people 
though, when on Wednesday of last 
week, Mr. L. O. Twilley {found on the 
public road leading from Riverton to 
Double Mills, a pocket book containing a 
small sheet of paper on which was writ- 
ten articles of agreement by which each 
signer to the paper pledged bimeelf to 
“go anywhere, sleep anywhere, eat any- 
thing, do anything’ etc., and to carry on 
bis person a formadable array of razors, 
dirks, pistols and 150 keys. Engrossed on 
this paper were certain fantastic figures, 
and a cabal which probably was meant 
for a pass word. The names of Leonard 
Hopkins and Allen Smiley, two young 
colored men living near Sbarptown; 
Constant Weatherly, Levin Wilson and 
Albert Bradley, three young white men 
living in the community which has suf- 
fered, were at the bottom of the paper, 
and following their names was the 
pseudonym ‘Swamp-angels,’ The signa- 
tures as well asthe other writings on the 
paper were written in one hand. 

Here was indisputable evidence, the 
good people ofthe community thought, 
not only of the existence of an organized 
band of robbers, but of the names of the 
freebooters themselves. 

Mr. I.S. Bennett, of Riverton, whose 
store bad been entered once or twice, 
took the pocket book and paper and pre- 
sented that to the States Attorney, who 
instructed Mr. Bennett to have the men 
whose names were on the paper arrested 
on suspicion. Albert Bailey and Allen 
Smiley are sailors and were away from 
home. The other three men were ar- 
rested and taken before Justice of the 
Peace I. L. English of B. U. Springs for 
trial. 

The trial was beid Friday afternoon. 
Nothing was proven by the trial and the 
men were released.” 

Stanley was at that time suspected as 
the ringleader of the band, but he could 
not be caught. Meanwhile the people 
continued to suffer atthe hands of the 
robbers, wbo bad become sv bold and 
daring in their repacity that nothing 
was safe in the average country house, 

and the women and children were in a 
constant state of fear. The capture of 
the supposed ringleader, therefore, very 
naturally brings rejoicing to the hearts 
of those who have lost money. jewelry, 
food, clothing and almost everything 
else of a portable nature. 

The capture of Stanley came about in 
this way. Last Monday afternoon Mr. 
Joshua Humphreys was rowing for pleas- 
ure down Baron Creek with some ladies. 
Below Bounds’ wharfhe came upon a 
boat tied toastakein the stream. On 
rowing up to the boat he discovered that 
a man lay in her bottom wrapped in a 
sail. The man was hailed and when he 
uncovered his head Mr. Humphreys at 
once recognized the colored man Lewis 
Stanley. After chatting in a pleasant 
way with Stanley, Mr. Humphreys re- 
turned to the Springs and revealed his 
adventure to the citizens of the town. 
The news created great excitement, and 
several men wanted to go at once to 
capture Stanley. After parleying the 
contemplated capture was postponed till 
that night. About dark Messrs. John 
W. Humphreys. Jamee Hopkins, Wm. 
English, Charles Bacom and several 
other gentlemen armed with shot guns 
and rifles, started to make Stanley a 
prisoner. They had great success. 
Stanley was brought to the Springs and 
formally arrested in the name of the 
State by Constable Adolphus Lake Sea 
breeze.

After hearing his case Justice English 
decided that Stauley should be sent to 
jail to await the action of the grand jary. 
Constable Seabrease reached Salisbury 
with the prisoner on Tuesday night. A 
representative of the Apvzrtisen saw 
Stanley ın jail Thureday’ He is five feet 
eight inches tall, round and full, bright 
in color and is rather good looking. He 
denies any knowledge of a gang, and 
said that he bad not been in the com- 
munity when the thefts were committed, 
claiming that his home now is in Jersey, 
though he was born and raised in Sharp- 
town district. 

Stanley has some little book knowl- 
edge, and is far from being stapid. The 
impression he gives an observer is that 
he is a ely, foxy negro, folly capable and 
inclined towards lawless deede.

many other birds of that clase These 
birds never levy tribute on grain or 
seeds, but they do the farmer untold 
benefit. 

"The climbing birds are the different 
varieties of woodpeckers, and they are 
constantly befriending growing things. 
Whenever a woodpecker is heard tap- 
Bing on s tree, it is the deathknel! of 
the lary of some destructive insect. 
Yet itis notan uncommon thing to see 
the very person for whom this bird is 
industriously. at work following with his 
gun the bird's red head from tree to 
tree until the opportunity comes for 
bim to semd a load of shot into the nn- 
suspecting feathered philanthropist. - It 
isa pet belief among farmers that the 
woodpecker kills the tree it works on, 
and that he is working for that very 
purpose. It isa fact that the common 
little sapsucker does injure treos, but 
the woodpecker never does Quite the 
contrary. The white breasted nut hatch 
and the little gray creeper—so general- 
ly confounded with the sapsncker—live 
exclusively on tree insocts, yet the nut 
hatch is in bad repute among many 
farmers because they believe it kils 
their bees. ' 

“The meadow lark is another bird 
that has little peaco on any one’s land, 
for there is a mistaken notion atrond 
that he is a game bird He is gamo in 
the quality of being alert and hard to 
get a shot at, ‘but is no more entitled to 
be so classificd than the flicker or high- 
hélder ia.) The meadow lark is a con- 
stant feeder on undergronnd larvæ, and 
whatever he is disturbed ho is simply 
driven away from active work in rid- 
ding the~groand of the worst kinds of 
farm pestes. The blue jay may be said 
to be indirectly an enemy to the farmer 
as well as- a friend, for it has the bad 
habitof destroying the eggs of otber 
birds that do only good

loves to do all in his power to extermi- 
nate more than he does the crow, unless 
it may be the hawk, that bird is the 
owl He can’t be brought to the belief 
that if it were not for the owls and the 
hawks his fields would be overrun and 
burrowed by field mice to such an ex- 
tent that his crops wonld be in per- 
petua) danger; that owls, while out 
mousing, feed on inyrinds of night fiy- 
ing moths and beetles, thus preventing 
the laying of millions upon millions of 
the eggs of these insects, and that they 
not only keep the field mice down, but 
lessen the number of domestic mice and 
rats about barns and onthouscs to an 
extent that a small army of the most 
vigilant cats could not surpasr As to 
the hawk, the farmer remembers that 
on some occasion one carried off a chick- 
en for him, and therefore the fact that 
the big soaring bird daily kills many 
field mice, snakes, lizards, 
beetles and other vermin cannot be set 
up in its defense. The proportion of 
hawks or owls that kill. chickens is 
small compared with those who keep

Glass Weaving. 

The key to the process of making 
glass curtains, in connection with knit 
material, consists in operating particu- 
lar needles of the machine at the right 
time and allowing others to remain idle, 
for which purpose a set of chain bars is 
used, so arranged as to rendcr it possi- 
ble to command the dificrent necdles 
according to the necds of tho process. 
A chain is made up of bars, links and 
balls, like those used cn the loom for 
weaving cloth, and thcre is a lever at- 
tuched to the shoulder of cach needle 
and extending from the part where the 
goods circle the ucedics Ccown. to the 
first bar of the chain, the lattcr resting 
in bearings, On tke turning of a crank 
connecting beveled gears motion is im- 
parted throngh the agency of an upright 
shaft to the chain cylindcr, and every 
time the yarn is delivered to the needles 
a revolution is made, the chaiu bar cylin- 
der presenting s xew bar to the levers 
of the needles, ard whenever a ball on 
the bar contacts on the lever the needle 
to which it belongs is. pushed forward, 
and a mechanical device causes the 
needle to operate and form loops, thas 
knitting. “There are, however, blanks 
on some of the bars, and when these 
blanks connect with tho levers of the 
needles no movement is made.—Uphol- 
aterer. 


Plant Propagation. 

Some very curions processes for propa- 
gation are practiced at the public gar- 
dens, One consists in cutting with a 
knife a ring around a branch of a plant. 
One might iwsgine that the intention 
was to kill the branch, but such is by 
no means the object in view. ‘Tho cat 
having been made, a picce of wot moss 
is wrapped aud ticd around the Loach at 
that point. Beneath this protection the 
sap exudes from the wound, it: little 
rootlets are developed. After a few days 
the branch is cut away from the parent 
stem, being then itself a complete plant, 
with roots, all ready to put in a pot. 
This plan is adoptcd with plants of slow 
growth, becanso oxe plant may thus be 
split up into half a dozen or more of 
good size, instead of waiting for a 
seedling or littlo slip to develop. — Wash- 
ington Star.

EMPEROR NAPOLEON WAS A MATRE | 
MONIAL DESPOT. 


He Compelled Women to Marry to Suit His | 
Interests or Whims—Some of the Diss- | 
|] 


greeable Alliances: Brought Abect by 
This Tyrannical Matchmaker, 


Among the numerons works to which 
the revival of the Napoleonic legend has 
given birth is one called ““Napoleon and 
the Ladies." The writer exerts himself 
to the utmost to ‘transform the rough 
soldier and despot» into a hero of ro- 
mance, but without success) His rela- 
tion with his two wives were not re- 
markable for either consideration or 
delicacy, and he adopted a coarse pleas- 
antry in his conversation with the ladies 
of his court which was not far removed 
from downright vulgarity. 

But what tended to make the yery 
name of Napoleon hateful to all young 
Frenchwomen was his famous conscrip- 
tion of girls, whom he married offhand 
to his generals without the slightest 
teremony. The Marquise de Corgny, on 
her return to Paris, was ordered to 
marry her daughter to General Sebas- 
tiana. Both mother and daughter pro- 
tested in vain. Three days after the 
order the marriage took place at the 
Tuileries, Napoleon himself giving away 
the bride. Mlle. Adele de la Rochefon- 
cauld was renowned throughout. the 
whole department for her grace, beanty 
and expectations, when she was _private- 
ly informed by the prefect that Napoleon 
had decided to marry her to Couné Al- 
dobrandini. The lady objected to the 
count for the best of feminine reasons— 
namely, that he was neither young mor 
handsome. 

The count, however, was the brother 
of Prince Borghese, the husband of 
Pauline, the sister of Bonaparte, and 
the resistance of father and daughter 
was of no moment, and they were 
obliged to yield to the will of Napolean. 
Count d’Arberg, the descendant of’ 4 
sovereign family, prefect of the Bouches 
du Weser, and one of Napoleon’s cham- 
berlains, had two daughters of mar- 
riageable age. Napoleon ordered that 
one should marry General Klein, and 
the other General Mouton, count de 
Lobau. The mother of the two young 
ladies was Countess Stolberg, sister of 
Countess Albany, widow of the last of 
the Stuarts. Fanny Dillon, the daughter 
of Count Dillon, was ordered to marry 
General Bertrand. The young lady re- 
fused even to see the general, objecting 
that he was hideous, which unforta- 
nately happened to be the truth Na- 
poleon was irritated at this conduct and 
ordered the young lady to be arrested 
and confined in prison until she consent- 
ed to marry Bertrand, the monster, as 
she called him. 

The Duc de Lauregnais, father of the 
Duc d'Arenberg, colonel of a regiment 
of cavalry and an unfortunate bachelor, 
was ordered by Napoleon, under penalty 
of dismissal from the army, to marry 
forthwith Mlle. Stephanie Tascher de 
la Pagerie, consin germain of the Em- 
press Josephine. The young lady as 
well as the duke objected to the maz- 
riage, aud the former had the andacity 
to declare that she not only hated the 
duke, but was over head and ears in 
love with a certain M. de Gentry. - The 
marriage between the cousin of Jose- 
phine and the duke nevertheless took 
place, and at the marriage ceremony, 
when the young lady, in reply to ths 
priest’s question, refused to say yes 
Napoleon himself deigned to push he? 
head downward in token of assent 
After the marringe coremony this 
strangely married couple went to reside 
at the Hotel de Chimay. But the duch 
ess refused to receive her husband, who, 
like a reasonable being, posted after bis 
regiment, then serving in Spain. In 
1811 he was made prisoner and sent tc 
England, where he remained until the 
fall of Napoleon in 1814. On his return 
to Paris the dnchess obtained a dissolu- 
tion of the marriage on the ground of 
restraint, and she finished by marrying 
the happy M. de Gentry. 

The Prince of Hohenzollern, cousin of 
the king of Prussia, was ordered ta 
marry Antoinette Murat, a cousin of 
the ‘‘Beau Sabretur’’ and king of Na- 
ples, and althongh both the prince and 
Antoinette declared that they mutually 
hated one another the marriage never- 
theless took place, Napoleon being of the 
opinion, like Mra. Malaprop, that mar- 
ried life had better commence with a 
little hatred. One morning the Duc de 
Croy was informed by his friend, the 
prefect of Mans, that Napoleon Bad re- 
solved that his daughter should be mar- 
ried at once to a general, and that an 
order to that effect would be delivered 
to the Duc de Croy on the following 
day. But the dnke was a man of re- 
source, and there being in the house an 
amiable cousin, one Fernand de Croy, 
a murriage between the two cousins wns 
celebrated at midnight by the parish 
priest. .When the formal order of Na- 
poleon arrived the next morning, the 
duko replied that he was “‘d¢solated,” 
but that his danghter had already mar 
ried her Cousin Fernand. But it was uit 
safe to try to outwit the powerfn! em- 
peror, and a few days afterward Coasin 
Fernand, the married man, was drafted 
into a regiment of caratry and suut to 
Russin, from which country ke even- 
tually returned, minns av arm. 

As late as 1812 the @inistcrof Police 
Savery issue a circular to all tbe prp- 
fects of departments, ordering them to 
send to Paris a list of all the heiressrs 
in their respective departments, with 
full particulars as to age, personal 
charms and amount of property, either 
in possession or in expectation. These 
lists were sent to the emperor, who di- 
vided his time ‘:apartial!y between thcir 
perusal and the mouthty returns of the 
positions of his recimerts and their pre- 
sumed equipments. In fact, the em- 
peror, whelier from policy or freak, az 
from both, was zu inveterate match- 
maker and never troubled himself abort 
the “‘conscientions scruples™ of cituar 
the ladies or gentlemen concerned.— 
American Register.

THE MASS CF JUPITER. 


Indications That Its Surface Matter Is Ina 
Gaseous State, 

Taking the earth’s mean distance from 
the sun at. 92,796,950 miles, as given by 
Harkness, the muan distance of Jupiter 
from the snn will be 482, 803,970 miles. 
The eccentricity of its elliptical orbit 


| being 0.04825, its distance from the sun 


at perihelion is 459,507,760, miles and 
at aphelion 506,100,180 miles. Between 
its greatest and least distances, therefore, 
there is a difference of 46,592, 420 miles, 
or about one-half the carth’s mean dis- 
tance from the sun. The inclination of 
Jupiter's orbit ty the plane of the eclip- 
tic being only 1 degree 18 miuutes 41 
secouds—or less than that of any of the 
other large planets, with the exception 
of Uranus—the planet never departs 
much from the ecliptic, and hence it 
was called by tke ancients the ‘‘ecliptic 
planet.’’ Its period of revolution round 
the sun is 11 years 314.8 days. 

The inclination of its axis of rotation 
being nearly at right angles to the plane 
of its orbit, theré)are practically no sea- 
sons in this distant world, and the only 
variation in the heat and light at any 
point on its surface would be that due 
to the comparatively small variation in 
its distance from the sun referred to 
above. Its mean distance from the sun 
being 5.2028 times the earth’s mean 
distance from the sun, it follows that 
the heat and light received by Jupiter are 
27 times (5.2 squared) Jess than the 
earth receives. The amount of heat re- 
ceived from the sun by this planet is 
very small, and were it coustituted like 
the earth its surface should be perpetu- 
ally covered by frost and snow. Far 
from this being the case, the telescope 
shows its atmosphere to be in a state of 
constant and wonderful change. 

These extraordinary changes cannot 


| possibly be due to the solar- heat, and 


they have suggested the idea that the 
planet may perhaps be in a redhot 
state, a mini:ture sun, in fact, glowing 
with inherent heat. The t brilliancy 
of its surface, the ‘‘albedo,"’ as it is 
called, and its small density—less than 
that of the sau—are facts in favor of 
this hypothesis. -As the attraction of 
Jupiter's enormous mass would render 
the materials near its center of much 
greater density than those near its sur- 
face, the latter must be considerably 
lighter than water and ‘muy possibly be 
in the gaseous state.—Gentleman’s 
Magazine.

MARS RINGING US UP.| Highest of all in Leavening Power.— Latest U. S. Gov't Report. 


SCIENTISTS THIN COMMUNICATION 
MAY BE ESTABLISHED. 


Strange Noises Which Have Aroused Mr, 
f'reece of England and Our Own [Cdison, 
Wonderful Developments Are Expected 
Within the Next Few Years. 


Can we open up electric communica 
tion with the inhabitants of Mars? That 
is a question recently considered at a 
meeting of the Society of Arts in Lon- 
don, where Mr. W. H. Preece, engineer 


to the telegraphs department of the 
British postoffice,read a paper on ‘‘Elec- 
tric Signaling Without Wires.” Mr. 
Preece explained how he had recently 
demonstrated that wires were not at all 
necessary to establish telephonic com- 
munication, 

Under the supervision of a royal com- 
mission appointed to inquire into eleo- 
tric communication between the shores 
and lighthouses, he had conducted a 
series af experiments which amply dem- 
onstrated this fact. There was no diffi- 
culty in speaking between the shore and 
Flat Holm, three miles distance from 
the place of experiment. Mr. Preece 
then went on to say that ‘‘strange, mys- 
terious sounds’’ are heard on all long 
telephone lines when the earth is used 
asa retarn, especially in the calm still- 
ness of the night. ‘‘Earth currents,’’ 
said he, ‘‘are found in telegraph cir- 
cuits, and the aurora borealis lights up 
our northern sky when the sun’s photo- 
sphere is disturbed by spots. The sun's 
surface must at such times be violently 
disturbed by electrical storms, and if 
oscillations are set up and radiated 
through space in sympathy with those 
required to affect telephones it is not a 
wild dream to say that we may hear on 
this earth a thunderstorm in the sun.”’ 

After further describing the mysteri- 
ous sounds which had attracted his at- 
tention in the still watches of the night 
Mr. Preece said: “If any of these 
planets be populated with: beings like 
ourselves, having the gift of language 
and the) knowledge to adapt the great 
forces of nature to their wants, then if 
they could oscillate immense stores *of 
electrical energy to and fro in tele- 
graphic/order, it would be possible for 
us to hald commune by telephone with 
the people of Mars. ” ' 

These mysterious sounds which 
puzzle Mr. Preece seem to correspond 
with those noticed by Thomas A. Edi- 
son, who has turned Ogden mountain in 
New Jersey into a great magnet and 
coiled miles of wire about it. At the 
time of| the last opposition of Mars he 
noticed an increase of the seismic mut- 
terings,| which have recently been so 
violent.| Mr. Edison and Mr. Preece are 
only two of the scientists who are now 
experimenting along these lines, and 
the whole scientific world is watching 
the progress being madc. Neither Mr. 
Edison nor Mr. Preece has been so bold 
as tosay that the strange sounds referred 
to are messages sent by the inhabitants 
of Mars|to those of earth, but they have 
not otherwise explained them. 

On the other hand, there are many 
scientists firm in the belief that the next 
few years will witness the opening up 
of communication between the people 
of the two planets. This conviction has 
been enormously strenghtened by the 
strange lights seen at the Lick observa- 
tory wheu Mars was under observation 
dnring its opposition over a year ago. 
The three lights were arranged in a tri- 
angle. Nightly as the great red orb rose 
from her ocean bed tothe vault of heay- 
eu the lights flashed out as soon as dark- 
ness had set in, and in the immense lens 
of the Lick telescope they glowed with 
steady and continued effulgence. Was 
this an effort of the inhabitants of Mars 
to attract the attention of those on 
carth? 

Such had been the opinion of Flam- 
marion, who had argued in favor of 
earth signaling back with a triangle of 
lights 30 miles across. It was shown 
that the conditions of Mars were more 
nearly those of earth than of any other 
planet. Both of the suow caps could be 
plainly secu and may be seen now in 
any first class telescope, for Mars is now 
to be observcd iu the morning about 30 
degrees west and 14 degrees south from 
Venus in the constellation Capricorn. 
The well defined atmosphere of Mars is 
also plainly visible, and astronomers 
can tell by the increase or decrease of 
its snow caps and its position in regard 
to the sun tho progress of its seasons 
and whether or not the Marsians are 
having a cold wintcr. The canal theory 
of Schiaparelli has likewise many be- 
lievers, who assert that the strange 
straight lines on Mars are canals built 
by its highly civilized inhabitanta 

Mr. Preece says he has kept a record 
of the strange, mysterious sounds which 
have attracted his attention while Edi- 
son has done likewise. These will re- 
quire much study to decipher if they 
are messages from Mars. The Preece 
discovery, on the other hand. puts it in 
the power of the people of earth to send 


direct electrical currents to Mars, whose 


inhabitants are so much iu advance of 
ourselves that they may be able to help 
us out in the work of opening up con- 
verse. A puntomimic electrical inter- 
change will be necessary for some time, 
but what will be the emotions of the 
scientific world when the message is 
sent out thnt communication has been 
establisheil? ý 
There am those who firmly assert that 
this is an jexperience of the immediate 
future, that elec‘ricity is the universal 
force and |the one whereby the planets 
will com¢ into communication with 
each otlix, if they ever do. The mys- 
tary of electricity is the strange fluctua- 
tions is nudergoes. If it were an carth 
property solely, it would be steady, as 
it woald le were it common to all the 
universe ail not interfered with. But 
its strange goings and comings, its ap- 
parent relations to the sun, and yet its 
known sympa hy with other heavenly 
bodies, sccm to show that somebody 
somewhere is fooling with the dynamo 
and cutting off and turning on the cur- 
rent.—New York Work. : 


RUSSIA’S ARMIES OF BEGGARS. 


Entire Villages Whose Inhabitants Make a 
Livelihood Solely by Begging. 

Mr. Geoffrey Drage, in the course of 
a report on Russia addressed to the 
roya) commission on labor, contributes 
some interesting details regarding beg- 
garsin that country. Thousands of men, 
women and children, he says, regularly 
set out from their homes with the ob- 
ject of earning their livelihood, not by 
work, but by begging. 

The ‘‘Shouvaliki,’’ who have their 
headquarters in the villages of Shou- 
valiki and Klin, are among the most 
notorious of these beggars. They fre- 
quently travel in troops of 10 or 12, al-

They travel on foot to 
the Don and frequently return with a 
cart and one if not more horses. 

The district of Soudogda, which is 
one of the most unfertile parts of Euro- 
pean Russia, is another headquarters of 
the beggar army. Assoon as field work 
is over in the autumn whole villages 
organize themselves into artels and start 
out to beg. The whole population of the 
village of Marinin live by means of 
begging. Cripples and blind persons are 
in great request and flock from the sur- 
rounding country into the villages to 
join those members of the beggar artel 
who hav no blind persons or cripples 
in their) own family. As soon as the 
fasting season begins they return home 
with their booty, which includes objects 
of the most varied description, for they 
never refus} any gifts. These they sell 
at the next fair and live during the 
spring and summer on their profits and 
on what they can steal fromi persons in 
their own neighborhood. 

The example of the Soudogda beggare 
has been followed in other localities, 
especially in the governments of Kos- 
tromaand Tver. In the latter there is a 
group of villages where girls and women 
earn their livelihood by begging. Some 
of them find their profession so lucra- 
tive that many girls prefer it to mar- 
riage and remain beggars during the 
whole of their lives. The kalouni travel 
with horse and cart and a number of 
asistants, and they choose their compan- 
ions from among the feeblest children 
and cripples Blind children are highly 
prized, and they frequently add to the 
pitiful appearance of these children by 
taking their eyes out of their sockets 
The followers of the kalouni often maim 
their hands and wound themselyes, and 
if enough real cripples cannot be ob- 
tained they are manufactured by tying 
up one armor leg. The kalouni seldom 
beg themselves, but confine their atten- 
tion to the supervision of their assistants 
and to selling the articles obtained by 
the latter. Sometimes their profits are 
enormous. A kaloun, accompanied by 
*two adults and four or five children, 
gets from 5 to 10 rubles a week. Many 
take home as much as 1,000 rubles, 
leaving the children sand cripples, 
through whom they have gained their 
wealth, to their fate —London Tele-

The Tallest of the Races. 

According to an investigation con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Inter- 
national Society of Anthropologists of 
London, which has just concluded a 
valuable inquiry respecting the average 
height of the various races and nation- 
alities, English and American citizens 
average taller than any other represent- 
atives of the human family. The fol- 
lowing has been gleaned from their 120 
page report: The English professional 
classes, who head the list as the tallest 
of adult males, attain the high average 
of 5 feet 9.14 inches. Next on the list 
come the males of all classes in the 
United States, and a minute fraction 
behind them come the English of all 
classes; hence we may conclude that, 
taken as a whole, the British and their 
English speaking cousins in America 
are approximately of the same height. 
In other European countries the average 
for the male ndult is but 6 feet 6 inches. 
The Austrians, the Portuguese and the 
Spaniards fall somewhat below the gen- 
eral European average as given in the 
foregoing, —St. Lonis Republic.

These 
varieties, therefore, are not placed in 
the trial grounds to give the grower 
any additional information about 
them, but because the general grower 
Enowe their qualities and judges by 
‘comparsion of the merits of the new 
candidates for favor.

SUBDUING WILD BEASTS. 


The Special Dangers of the Tamers of Lions 
and Tigers. 

Now ani then, for no reason thatany 
one can find, a lion or a tiger that bas 
been doing his duty regularly and well 
grows suddenly rebellious. He will no 
longer Lalance on the big ball, no lon- 
ger stand uuprotestingly on the seessw 
board, no louger ride the horse or jump 
the hurdles. He comes ont instead with 
a plain, pointed, leonine ‘‘no’' for the 
whole progrzinme and proceeds to get 
square with the game by tearing the 
life out of some trainer or groom. Ap- 
parently his pride and hate and revenge 
are all stirred up together against all 
surrounding conditions, and the people 
to whom he has been most obedient are 
the very anes he now desires most to 
kill. When tamers meet a violent death, 
it is often undcr one of these unforeseen 
and inexplicable outbursts of madness. 

But there is another and perhaps 
subtler source of danger to tamers. 
Everything ‘goes well for two or three 
years, and the tamer, proud of his suc- 
cess and swelling bank account, becomes 
overconfident Que day he gets a nip 
from a beist or a scratch from a tiger’s 
claw. This will happen inevitably, un- 
less the greatest watchfulness is em- 
ployed, and withont any vicious inten- 
tion on the part of the wild beast. But 
the wound lingers on hand or arm, for 
wounds from a wild beast’s claws or 
fangs, however trifling, are long in 
healing and very painful. The member 
swells to double its; normal size. The 
wound tears open again and again, and 
months pass before the man is healed. 
The moral effect of snch an experience 
is bad. Pcrhaps another bite or scratch 
is incurred before the old one is quite 
well, and after a number of such mis- 
haps the tamer, thongb he will not ad- 
mit it, perhaps even'to himself, is apt 
to become afraid of his animals. Then 
he has recourse tostimulants to *‘steady 
his nerves’’ before going into the ring. 
But by this treatment his nerves are’ not 
steadied; rather they are the more 
shaken. And the more he drinks the 
more unfit he is to face the danger and 
the likelicr to take some reckless step 
which will result in his scrions injury 
or death, for itis undoubtedly a fact 
that tamers are not infroquently maimed 
for life, and even killed. Such a case 
was that of the tamer Heigenreich, who 
was torn to pieces some years ago while 
giving an exhibitiou in Russia. A large 
lion sprang upon him and literally tore 
his life ont before the eyes of |the spec- 

tators. Nothing could be done to save 
the man. Nothing can ever be done in 
such a case. 

Perhaps the best safeguard against 
these dreadfnl accidents—a safeguard 
better than bot irons or revolvers—is a 
ready line of hose, with a strong pressure 
of water, which can be turned on at a 
moment's uctice. It has been found that 
a lion struck by a powerful stream of 
water will drop his bleeding victim 
when prodding with-iron hooks or simi- 
lar measures will only make him hold on 
the tighter. 

Thus it is absolutely fatal to the 
tamer to fall into any fear. As soon as 
he gets the idea that he is going to be. 
killed he had better give up the work 
at once, or the chances are that he will 
be killed.—Cleveland Moffett in Mo- 
Clure’s Magazine.

Searchlights For Canala, 

A handy little portable plant is being 
used on vessels navigating the Manches- 
ter ship canal at night. The apparatus 
is practically a duplicate of that em- 
ployed for lighting vessels through the 
Suez canal. It comprisesa small engine 
and dynamo combined, a searchlight 
projector of the Admiralty pattern, and 
a mast arc lamp and reflector. The 
projector barrel is 20 inches in diam- 
eter, rolled out of stcel sheet, all the 
mountings being of gun metal finished 
bright. The mirror is 20 inches in diam- 
eter, 10 inch focus, with a bayonet 
socket attachment to the barrel, so as to 
facilitate removal for cleaning, ete. The 
electrical connections are carried inside 
the projector, and an instrament simi- 
lar to a camera is provided at one side 
of the projector for viewing the arc 
image thrown on ground glass —Kan- 
sas City Times.

EASTERN SHORE DEAL 


Consolidation of Peninsula Trans- 
portation Lines Which Includes 
the B. & E. S. Railroad. 


The Wilmington Evening Journal of 
Thursday says: 

Henry P. Scott, of the banking firm of 
Elliott, Johnson & Company, of this city, 
has just consummated the biggest deal 
in transportation lines that has been 
made on this Peninsula since the Penn- 
syvania Railroad Company acquired con- 
tro! of the Philadelphia, Wilmington 
and Baltimore railroad, the Deleware 
railroad and their branches, inciuding 
the Delaware, Maryland and Virginia 
system. 

He has purchased the Baltimore and 
Eastern Shore railroad, and the Chop- 
tank, Maryland and Eastern Shore 
steamboat lines, being backed financially 
by John E. Searles, of the American 
Sogar Refining Company, one of the 
leading capitalists of the country. 

The deal hasbeen in contemplation for 
two or three years and has been in the 
hands of a number of brokers. Six 
weeks ago Mr. Scott took the matter in 
hand, and broughtit to a successful 
issue this week, the first information re- 
garding it being given out to-day. 

A new company will be formed which 
will take in these properties, probably 
with a capitalization of $1,000,000 com- 
mon stock and $1,500,000 preferred and 
$1,250,000 first mortgage five per cent, 
forty-year gold bonds. The property 
which will go intothe com pany will com- 
prise about ninety miles of railway, 
which bave been relaid with new steel 
rails within the last three years, valu- 
able rolling stock, equipment, terminal 
properties, etc., some fifteen fist-class 
boats, about half of which are as magni- 
ficent as any bay steamers, and consi‘ler- 
able over one hundred Wharf properties 
including South street wharf, Baltimore. 
Mr. Scott’s firm will probably offer the 
bonds to its trade in near future. There 
will be a first mortgage on all these pro- 
pērties which it cost upwards of $3,000,- 
000 to build. Since the interest on the 
bonds willamount to bat about $60,000 
per year and these companies under 
competition have been averaging a net 
total of a bout $200,000, these bonds will 
be exceedingly attractive. 

Captain Willard Thompson, of this 
city, has been receiver of the railroad 
company as well as general manager of 
the Eastern Shore Steamboat Company, 
and it was his plan that these companies 
could best be managed through €on- 
solidation and that the Eastern Shore of 
the Chesapeake bay, whose traffic they 
practically control, could be best de- 
veloped by a company with sufficient 
ability to furnish the best transportation 
facilities, He and the other men inter- 
ested in the transaction are much pleas- 
ed with the quickness displayed by Mr. 
Scott in closing a deal inyolying so many 
riyal interests. 

The Eastern Shore Steamboat Com- 
pany was owned and contrelled entirely 
by Wilmingtonians, the leading men be- 
ing membersof the Harlan and Hollings- 
worth Company, J. Taylor Gause was 
president and Thomas B. Smith, Thomas 
Jackson and Captain Willard Thomson 
were directors. They are in accord with 
the new management and will retain 
part of their interest in it. 

In addition to Mr. Searles, of Phila- 
delphia, Enoch Pratt, a well-known 
Baltimore financier, is interested in the 
projret, not to mention others whose 
support will insure it all proper financial 
assistance. 

The projectors say that probably no 
section of the world is better adapted 
for trucking purposes than the lower 
part of this Peninsula and with able 
money assistance and modern transpor- 
tation facilities, it should be one of the 
most thickly-populated parts of the 
United States. It grows almost every- 
thing that is palatable, frum soft-shell 
crabs to potatoes, and since its products 
are almost exclusively of the food kind, 
very little injnry are felt from business 
depression. Its stuffs is perishable and 
must be shipped, consequently trans- 
portation earnings are practically sure. 
It ıs intended to associate with the new 
company proper immigration agencies. 
Anything that improves and developes a 
portion of this Peninsula will have a 
favorable effect on Delaware, even 
though present eperations are not within 
its limits, and this moyement is one of 
the most important for good that has 
yet been taken.

BOW BLAINE SMASHED zp HAT. 
Ac Episódo of McKinley Tarif Legisia- 
tion Retold. 

We are being reminded in the tariff 
debste now and then, says the New 
York Evening Telegram, of the famous 
hat-emashing incident in whick the late 
Secretary Blaine participated in the 
room of the Senate committees on ap- 
fropriations. It was well known at the 
time and is still better realized now that 
Mr. Blaine wanted to secure coscessions 
in the McKinley law looking te a freer 
trade in the lower grades of wool, and 
it was because he seemed to make no 
headway in this endeavor thathe grew 
angry of a sudden one day and behaved 
very indecorously, as some of the mem-" 
bers of the Senate committe o2 appro- 
priations thought at the time. 

Mr. Blaine argued long and earnestly 
with the representatives of the wool- 
‘growing interests not to stanc out in 
their demand for a duty on carpet wools. 

“Assure as you do,” said he, “when 
the reaction comes you will becut off 
close upto the ears in the duty on 
merino wools, which alone yow arè in- 
terested in.” 

Failing to make any impressjan there, 
the resourceful Secretary of State had a 
resolution prepared in bis department 
calling upon him, in bis official capacity, 
to inform the House what, in his opinion, 
would be the benefits results from the 
establishment of trader or customs ar- 
rangements which would permit the 
free introduction into the United States 
of the coarse carpet wools prodaced in 
South America and Australia. Had this 
resolution passed Mr. Blaine was pre- 
pared to make a showing which he be- 
lieved would compel Congress to re- 
move the duty from this class of wools. 

The resolution wss taken first to 
Major McKinley, then, of course chair- 
man of the committee on ways and 
means in charge of the bill, but he ex- 
plained because of his intimate relations 
with the leading men in the Wool 
Growers’ Association it would be ur- 
wise for him to introduce it. Then it 
was offered to Representative Springer, 
who succeeded McKinley as chairman 
of the committee on ways and means in 
the 52d Congress; but fearing the gift 
that the Greeks brought, Mr. Springer 
declined to father it. Finally i was 
suggested to Representative Jobn F. 
Andrew of Massachusetts, thena leading 
member of the committee on foreign af-- 
fairs, that it would be a good idea for 
the resolution to emanate from a mem- 
ber of that committee, and he was esked 
to introduce it. But the Democratic 
leaders with whom he consulted were, 
like Mr. Springer, afraid it was “loaded” 
and that the discharge might be to their 
political disadvantage, and he declined. 
So the project had to be abandoned and 
the conntry and Congress neyer knew, 
officially and to the full extent, the 
views of the Secretary of State upon this 
important question. 

It was while the Hale reciprocity 
amendment tothe McKinley bill, which 
Secretary Blaine drafted, and which in- 
cluded carpet wvols in the list of articles 
to be admitted free of duty, was pend- 
ing in the Senate that the famous inter- 
view occurred between Secretary Biaine 
and members of the Senate committee 
on appropriations. After the Secretary 
had finished the business whicb took 
him to the Capitol (something in refer- 
ence to the Pan-American scheme then 
before the country) the tariff naturally 
came up for discussion. One of the Re- 
publican members said: 

“Mr. Blaine, the objection to the ad- 
mission of carpet wools free is that they 
will be used for the manufacture of 
cheap clothing as well as carpete.” . 

“What an outrage! What an ont- 
rage!” cried the Secretary, bringing 
down his silk hat, which he beld in his 
hand While talking, upon the table wi 
such force as to render it almost ‘sliapé@ 
less. “I tell you, gentlemen,” he eon: 
tinued, “who are standing between thé 
laboring men of this country and cheap 
clothing and chesp carpets, that you 
enill rue the day. 

Turning to Senator Allison suddealy, 
he asked: “Do you know how muck of 
the cost of ingrain carpets is represented 
by the duty on wool?” 

The Senator acknowledged that he 
had’not examined that particular ques- 
tion and was, therefore, ignurant. ' 

“Well, I will tell you,” Secretary 
Blaine cried again, still laboring under 
this earnestness—he had always at his 
command a wealth of detail respecting 
any subject upon which he wrote or 
spoke, which poured forth in a torrent 
and overwhelmed an antagonisi—“T was 
in Rhode Island not long ago and went 
throngh a carpet factory. There I 
learned that dyes and duty represented 
40 per cent of the cost of manufacturing 
ingrain carpets. Raising his voice, par- 
ticularly addressing all the Republican 
Senators present, he said: “Go on tae 
stump and tell that tothe people.” Then 
in s semi-reflective mood, he added: “I |, 
would give two years of my life for two 
hours on the floor ofthe Senate, to ex- 
plain these things.” 

With that the remarkable interview 
and scene closed.

THE HANDS OF A CLOCK, 


Why They Are Painted on Signs to Repre- 
sent the Hour of £:19, 

I saw in a newspaper a statement 
that the hands of damumy or sign clocks 
generally indicate 19 minutes past 8 
o'clock, because at that minute und 
hour Abrabam Lincoln died. This is 
an error, for history tells us that the 
martyr president died at 7:22 in the 
morning, a fact which can easily be as- 
certained. p 

Some time since the editor of The 
Literary Digest asked our opinion why 
these clocks were thus painted, and our 
answer was printed in that journal. It 
seems that dummy clocks or watches in- 
dicate 8 o'clock and 18!¢ minutes be- 
cause that is the position on the dial 
where time can be shown, the hands be- 
ing cu opposite sides and making a per- 
fect angle, and also being equally dis- 
tant by minute marks or degrees from 
the figures 12, taking these as a starting 
‘point. ‘We admit, thongh, that the 
hands can be reversed, indicating 8 
o'clock 41 !¢ minutes. 

There is but one other place on the 
dial where the time would be correct 
and shaw the hands equally distant 
from the figures 12. That is at 13% 
minutes past 9 o'clock, or, with the 
hour and minute hands reversed, bnt 
this would not be so desirable, as the 
hands won!d be almost directly at right 
angles across the face of the dial. This 
cau be easily tested by any one with his 
watch. 

It must be remembered that while 
the minute hand makes the circuit of 
the dial of 60 minute degrees the hour 
hand moves but five minute degrees. 
Tkerefore the ovement of the hour 
hrud one minute degree necessitates the 
movement of the minute hand 12 min- 
utes, or one-fifth of the whole. 

We have in our possession an old 
dummy sign watch used by the late Mr. 
Samuel W. Benedictin the early part 
of the present century, manufactured 
long before the death of the lamented 
Lincoln, which indicates exactly 8:18 
o'clock. —Letter in New York Sun. 


Power of Imagination. 

A curions case of ‘‘cure by sugges- 
tion'’ is repartcd from a large German 
hospital. A girl of 18 was under the 
impression that she had swallowed a 
frog, which was alive in her stomach 
an‘ often jumped almost up into her 
throat. The doctors had vainly tried to 
cure her of this illusion, and she was 
rapicly dying, when it ocenrred to one 
of the modical men ‘to puta tube into 
her month in which a small frog had 
tecn placed. The lively creature jumped 
almost immediately out of its prison 
hozse onto the table in front of the

TOWHATAN’s TRIBE 
LAST REMNANT EXISTS IN THE PA- 
MUNKEY INDIANS OF VIRGINIA. 


ATown of 800 Acres With 120 Inbabitents. 
Proud of Their Lineage, They Accept 
White Persons as Equals, but Will Mave 
Nothing te Do With Negroes. 


How strango it seems that a remnant 
of the onco. powerful confederacy of 
Powhatan should actually exist at thie 
fay not.so very far from Washington? 
This Jast fragment of a nation, which, 
at the time of the landing cf Columbus, 
eccupied all of the region hereabont,_ 
{rcluding a large part of Virginia and 
Maryland, consists of about 110 individ- 
unla They call thamselvesthe Pamun- 
keys and dwell at what is known as ‘‘In- 
diantown,”’’ which is situated on and 
comprises the’ whole of a curiously 
shaped neck of land extending into Pa- 
munkey river and adjoining King Wil- 
liam county, Va, on the south. The 
“town” consists of 800 acres and is al- 
most entirely surrounded by water, be- 
ing connected with the mainland by a 
narrow strip. The comparative safety 
afforded by the situation in timo of war 
is doubtless accountable for the presence 
of the tribe in this spot. Very likely 
their survival is due to the protection 
thus given. 

On the death of Powhatan he was suc- 
ceeded by Opechancanongh, chief of the 
Pamunkeys. The tribe was af that time 
the most powerfal of the 30 warlike 
tribes which composed the confederacy. 
Fhe entire nation had 2,400 warriors, 
and comprised about 8,000 individuals. 
Of this population 1.000 were of tho 
Pamunkey contingent. 

Powhatan was a chief of remarkable 
valor and judgment. The confederacy 
organized under the direction of his 
gavage genius was one of the most not- 
able among the many unions of native 
American tribes. The prominence of 
this abori nation in the early his- 
tory of this country is partly due to the 
fact that Captain Johu Smith was a 
writer as well as an explorer. Opechan- 
canough himself was a man of unusual 
ability. His leadership in the massacre 
of 1622 made him the most dreaded en- 
emy ever enconntered by the colonists 
of that period. 

The Pamunkey Indians, whose dis- 
tinction it is to bo the only Virginia 
tribe that has survived the encroachment 
of civilization, have excited the intcr- 
est of the bureau of ethnology, which 
has issued a bulletin describing them? 

Oddly cnongh, their number has va- 
tied hardly at all during the last ccn- 
tury. Jefferson, writing in 1781, esti- 
mated the population of Indiantown at 
100, and How, nearly 70 years later, 
placed it at the same figure: No mem- 
ber of the tribe is of full blood. While 
the copper colored skin and the straight, 
coarse hair of the aboriginal American 
show decidedly in some individuals, 
there are others whose origin would not 
be detected by the ordinary observer. 
There has been considerable intermix- 
ture of white blood and not a little of 
that of the negro, thongh the laws of 
the tribe now strictly forbid marriage 
with persons of Africa: descent. 

The Pamunkeys have a great deal of 
race pride. Though they acknowledgo 
the whites as equals, they comsider the 
blacks far beneath their social level. 
Their feeling toward the negre is illus- 
trated by their cccent indignant refusal 
to accept a colored teachcr who was 
sent to them to condnct tho free school 
which the state of Virginia provides for 
them. They are very anxious to keep 
their blood free from further mingling 
with that of other races, and héw to ac 
complish this purpose is a serions prob- 
lem of theirs, inasmuch as they recog- 
nize the danger of teo frequent mar- 
riages within the palo of consanguinity. 
To obviate this difficulty the chief mcn 
have been trying to devise a plan by 
which they may induce immigration 
from the Cherokees of North Carolina. 

The Pamunkcy Indians are not par- 
ticularly strong 2nd robust, . perhaps 
because of frequent marriagcs between 
relatives. They are temperate,- moral 
and peaceable. There is good fooling 
between them and thcir white ncigh- 
bors. They aro cxcecdingly proud of 
their lineage and love to tclkhow brave- 
ly aud stubbornly their forefathers ro- 
sisted the encrozchments of the whites. 
Opechancanorgh is their hero. They 
take great delight in reciting the famil- 
iar story of how this noted thief, when 
old aud infirm, was carried om a litter 
to battle th:t his presence might inspire 
his men to decds of bravery. Aside from 
their mode of subsistence, there is noth- 
ing peculiar in their manners, and cus- 
toms unless it bẹ an inclination to es- 
cesrive use of gaudy colors in their at- 
tire. Their homes are comfortable aud 
well kept. They all belong to the Bap- 
tist denomination and attend church on 
the reservation every Sunday. 

They obtain their living for the most 
part in true aboriginal style Their 
chief occupations aro hunting and fish- 
ing, primitive dugout canoes being userl. 
Farming they do on a small scale, but 
for manual labor they entertain a trn'y 
aboriginal dislike, freqnent!y hirizg ne- 
groes to attend to their little truck 
patches. Considerable numbers of rac- 
coons, muskrats, otters and even deer 
are captured on tho reservation. The 
skins are sold in Richmond and Balti- 
more as well as many of the fish they 
catch. They take shad, bass, herring 
and other fishes in large numbers hy 
means of seines. s 

In the autumn they bunt reedbirds in 
a very curious fashion. They huve what 
they call a ‘‘sora hdrse,’’ resembling a 
peach basket in sizo and shape aml made 
of strips of iron. Before they had iron 
clay was ntilized as the matérial. The 
“horse™' is mounted on a pole stack in 
the marsh or placed upright in a boat. 
At night a fire is kindled inside it. The 
light attracts the reedbirds, and they fly 
around it, while the Indians knock them 
down with paddies. Every year white 
hunters visit the rescrvation for the pur- 
pose of shooting reedbirds, empicring 
the Pamunkcys as guides —Was ington 
Star.

“In this way we get some inkling of 
the man's personality—whether he is 
of good appearance, intelligent, polite, 
easy in manner and of good address. 
These are very important matters, and 
many candidates otherwise qualified 
fail here. The successful candidate goes 
on the waiting list, and when his tern 
comes he is sent out under the care of 
some old conductor to learn the ropes. 

‘First, last and all the time he is in- 
structed to be courteons to his passengers 
and attentive to their wants. Often a 
man fails, for some unforeseen cause, to 
become a good conductor after he has 
been tried. Really first class men are 
hard to get, but we keep on trying can- 
didates until we find theright one. On 
entering our employ the man is required 
to furnish bonds for $500. Our men sre 
usually bonded by a security company. 
They get from $75 to $100 a month 
wages and from this buy their own uni- 
forms. ” 

Having secured bonds, a nniform and 
experience, the candidate becomes a full 
fledged conductor. Here his troubles be- 
gin. His duties aro many, but he seon 
gets used to those. He must in the first 
place look after the sleeping car tickets, 
and st night must tako the train tickets 
as well, handing them over to the train 


look after the ca TRIR Theke m 
eye on the porters, apportion the berths 
properly, a nowise easy matter some- 
times, and see that the temperature and 
atmosphère of the cars are all right. 

He must be up and moving at every 
station where passengers are likely to 
board the train, answer any number cf 
questions, be prepared to take charge of 
matters in case of breakdown or other 
actident, furnishing a full report later 
to the company, see that the passengers 
are all informed of the whereabuuts af 
the dining car in the morning, wake 
them upin time, act as arbitrator in 
cases of difficulty between passenger and 
passenger or between passenger and por 
ter and do a thousand other little things 
that cause wear and tear on his brain. 

But these are not the matters that 
bother him. It is the personal eccen- 
tricities of the passengers. themselves 
which turn the conductor’s hair gray. 
Some one once said that to know a man 
as he really is you must travel with 
him.

As Old and Historic Watch. 

“T'repaired a watch when I was work- 
ing in Pamelia, N. Y.,” said a watch- 
maker now working in a Broadway 
store, ‘‘which, although it was more 
than 250 years old, had been previously 
repaired but three times—once in 1825, 
again in 1831 and then in 1842. 

‘The watch has an interesting his- 
tory. It is now the property of David 
Minthorn, who has an authentic record 
of 1t. It was made by Thomas Linford 
of London in 1626, and in time came 
into the possession of George III, who 
presented it to Sir William Johnson, 
when he left England to take charge of 
affairs in the colony of New York. Sir 
William presented it to the famons In- 
dian chief Joseph Brant, whose sister 
was Sir William's mistress. 

“In giving the watch to Brant Sir 
William remarked that ‘it was surely 
worth 40 rebel scalps.’ When Brant 
had his headquarters in the Schoharie 
valley, the watch: was taken from him 
with other booty by Evart Van Epps of 
Fultonville, who was a paymaster in 
the American army. Van Epps Yas aft- 
erward taken prisoner by Brant, who 
reooyercd sharattet ur uw present Owi- 
er of the watch became a warm friend 
of Brant’s in Canada after the. war, and 
Brant made him a present of the ancient 
timepicee., It has been in the family 
ever since and has always kept good 
time. ’"—New York Sun.

You Would Call Most of the Inventions Ab- 
seardities, and Yet They Are Useful—De- 
vices Fer Poisoning Pests—Rettraps of 


American invention has given birth 
to no end of freaks, which have been 
embalmed st the patent office in order 
that they may not perish. Some of the 
queerest of them are devices for entrap- 
pióg beasts, bugs, fishes and even human

that the-nofion of using imitation flow- 
with poisoned honey to attract nox- 
iobs insects? The artificial blossoms, 
containing’ a small quantity of sug- 
ary liquid properly prepared, are to be 
-fastened to twigs. Months of destruct- 
ive species sip the deadly nectar and 
die” A more elaborate device of a simi- 
lar description is intended for tke pro- 
tection of apple trees, It is a tin can cov- 
ered aa to its upper half with luminous 
paint. On the outside of the lower half 
apple blossoms are represented with the 
same sort of paint. Inside of the recep- 
tacle is a. smal] quantity of cider. The 
can is to be hung on a branch of an ap- 
ple tree at night. Insects, attracted by 
the pictured flowers, light upon the can. 
The smell of the cider induces them to 
enter through holes provided for that 
purpose. They then drop down into the 
cider and are drowned. 

Yet it is not always easy to distin- 
guish between a crank idea and a use- 
ful discovery. The poisoned counterfeits 
of flowers above described are said to 
work very well. Many years ago a man 
got a patent-for a method of killing 
bugs on trees by inclosing the whole 
tree in a sort of balloon of canvas, into 
which an asphyxiating gas was to be 
poured for the purpose of suffocating 
the insects. Everybody thought he was 
a lunatic. But now that his patent has 
ran out the merits of the plan have 
suddenly obtained appreciation, and its 
adoption is alleged to have saved the 
orange growing industry in California. 
Several kinds of luminous baits for fish 
have been patented. One of these isa 
minnow of hollow glass coated on the 
inside partly with a solution of gold or 
silver, and partly with luminous paint. 
The result is a very brilliant object in 
the water, calculated to attract any pre- 
dacious creature with fins Another in- 
teresting contrivance is for making frog 
bait more seductive. The jerking of the 
line equipped with this device causes 
the frog's legs to moye as if he were 
swimming. 

Contrivances for catching insects are 
more numerous than any others. One of 
them is a furnace for slaughtering po- 
tato bugs. To begin with, a deep and 
wide furrow is to be plowed all around 
an infested field. Through this trench 
a smooth log is dragged to make the 
surface hard and smooth. The bugs in 
migrating to other grounds are unable 
to scale the trench, and the furnace, 
which is a cylinder of iron filled with 
fuel, is drawn along the furrow and 
destroys them. Other odd devices are 
cartridges intended to be inserted in the 
mouths of ant holes and to be fired, 
sae or a to kedrackiog and barn 
ing up the moths of various worms in 
cotton fields. There is a toy pistol for 
insects, which sucks them in when he 
trigger.is pulled. 

An ingenions westerner has invented 
s trap for catching the hornfly which 
is guch an enemy to cattle in some parts 
of the country. It consists most impor- 
tantly of a great frame to which brush 
is attached insnch a manner that when 
the beasts walk through, eager as they 
always are to scratch themselves, the 
flies will be scraped from their bodies 
by the branches. Finally the frame is 
closed up by means of doors, and the 
captured insects are destroyed. Nearly 
everybody has heard of the gold tape- 
worm trap, which the patient swallows. 
Bedbug traps are of several varieties, 
all of them being intended to afford at- 
tractive hiding places for these blood 
suckers and to be burned or scalded out 
afterward. 

Much ingenuity has been expended 
in rattraps. Some of them are so elab- 
orate that no full witted rodent would 
go vear them. One requires Mr. Rat to 
come in through a door, which drops 
behind and makes him s prisoner. See- 
ing a bright light above, he ascends a 
flight of little steps and trots across a 
small plank that is so nicely adjusted as 
to balance that his weight causes it to 
tip and throw him into a tank of 
water. Another contrivance consists of 
a donble.chamber. One chamber has a 
glass end, through which Mr. Rat sees 
two or three imitation rats haying a 
nice time with a bit of cheese. Wish- 
ing to join them, he rans around the 
box, geta into the other chamber and 
is caught. 

There are a number of devices which 
employ mirrors for the purpose of lur- 
ing the rat to his fate. He mounts on 
top of a barrel and sees a toothsome 
piece of cheese. As he approaches it he 
beholds another rodent—in reality his 
own reflection in s piece of looking 
gliss—coming for the cheese from the 
opposite direction. Ho makes a dash to 
get there first, and a pivoted board 
drops him into the cask, which is half 
full of water. Rats will swim for a 
long time, so one humanitarian has 
patented a water trap with little shelves 
around the edge and ‘just above the sur- 
face. On the shel¥es are placed small lead 
weights, with fishhooks hanging from 
them. The captured rat in trying to 

escape grasps one of the hooks, gets it 
fastened iu his mouth, dislodges ths 
piece of lead and is carried to the bot- 
tom by the Jatter. A

Started by a Whale, According to the South 
Sea Islanders. 

The South Sea islanders tell a curious 
story of the origin of fire. If they are 
to be believed, they came into possession 
of that useful element in the following 
manner: A great whale was once wash- 
ed ashore upon one of their islands during 
the prevalence of a terrible hurricane. 
The monster became entangled in a 
grove of tallow trees (a species of ever- 
greens whose branches easily ignite), 
and while gnashing his teeth in his im- 
potent rage struck off a spark which 
lighted the grove and consumed both 
trees and whale. Fires which are said 
to have been perpetuated since the day 
of the “great whale fire” may yet be 
seen burning in many parts of the is 
lands. 

Another fire legend, believed in by 
the inhabitants of the islands to the 
north of the ones in which the ‘‘great 
whale fire’’ is preserved, is to the effect 
that a great air dragon (probably light- 
ning) breathed upon a tallow tree and 
set its branches on fire. From the coals 
left from this fire they learned of its 
great value and have ever since used the 
element for domestic purposes and in 
their religious ceremonies. They also 
have a tradition that the time will come 
when the dragon will return for the fire, 
and that no man will be able to with- 
stand him and save the sacred spark ex- 
cept he be a person born with pink eyes, 
fair skin and white hair. For this rea- 
son the birth of an albino is always 
hailed as a good omen and his or her 
person guarded with jealous care, so as 
to preserve life to its utmost limit. 
Marionette mentions seeing a ‘‘fire god” 
or ‘fire guard” (albino) while on his 
visit to the islands who was believed 
to be at least 155 years old and who had 
always been provided for by the tribe. 

Reffinesque, who made South Sea is- 
land myths and legends a study for 
years, is of the opini that the return 
of the dragon for his fire is symbolic of 
death and the flight of the spirit. —St

IN A GOLD STAMP MILL 


Crushing Hundreds of Tons of Rock Fors 
Small Ball of Ore. 

For recovering free gold from itpores 
the only successful method, though 
crude, which has attained any measure 
of confidence is that known as stamp 
milling. Imagine a long, low bnilding, 
one side lined with portholes, through 
which rock is fed into hnge mortars, 
In these, ranged along the wall, pestles, 
called stamps, 
pilverizing the rock in of water. 
One hundred and twenty-five of these 
stamps, weighing 600 pounds each, 
pound away at the quartzose ore, with 
20 or 30 strokes a minute, amid infer- 
nal din, contrasting strangely with the , 
engine that quietly drives them all. 

Each swish of the water that seems 
glad to escape the noisy thraldom and 
ceaseless pounding drives a little of the 
pulpy ore through screens in the front 
of the mortars and over inclined copper 
plates, the mercurial surface of which 
seizes the freed gold while the rock dis- 
appears over the tailboard, onward to 
the creek. Formerly no effort was made 
to recover any value from these tailings, 
which still contained’ over 50 per cent 
of the mineral Naw, however, the use 
of additional plates and tables adds to 
the total receipts, which are further in 
creased by the introduction of blankets, 
im the nap of which some of the riches 
are mechanically collected. Though 
crude, this is an improvement upon the 
method of collecting gold in the Malay 
islands, where the washings swept over 
prostrate women, in whose hair the 
metal was canght. On every Sunday the 
giant pestles are hung ub for rest, while 
the mercury gold alloy is scraped off the 
plates. After straining, the amalgam is 
of almost the consistency of thick corn- 
meal mush amd contains about one- 
fourth of its weight in invisible par- 
ticles of gold. From the results of each 
week's run the mercury is distilled, 
leaving a beaatiful, porous cake of metal 
of the size of a baseball, as the fruits of 
prospecting for, mining and stamping of 
Perhaps 200 tons of ore.—C&ssier's 
Magazine.

GRAVE UUTLOOK FOR ALL AGEICUL- 
TURISTS. 

The agricultural situation has Jrapidly 
assumed a very grave aspect. With the 
poheard-bf fall in the price of wheat 
since Friday last, together with the offi- 
cial report a largely increased wheat 
acreage in Argentina—now fast becom- 
ing our rival in foreign wheat markets— 
the farmers of the West and Northwest 
must be at their wits’ end to know how 
they can ‘‘make both ends met” next 
year. Almost every other grain crop 
will bring low prices, and Southern cot- 
ton is not likely to fare better. A mag- 
nificent season in great Britain and good 
crops in Europe will reduce the foreign 
demand for American farm products till 
1896. 

The Secretary of Agriculture recently 
eaid inthe Forum, 

‘Selling in competition with all the 
world tbe most serious drawbacks to the 
American farmer is his compulsory buy-. 
ing in the home merket, whence all 
competion of the outside ‘world is ex- 
cluded. * * * It is a great wrong 
upon agriculture to force it to sell in 

the free trade markets of the earth, and 
then restrict, cpercl amd bulidose it into 
bnying the things whicb it is some- 
where compelled to purchase in the 
United States, whence by the high pro- 
tective tariff all competition is absolute- 
ly shut out. Under commercial freedom 
the purchasing power of the farm’s year- 
ly produce would buy more at a-low 
price than it can now even at a high 
price in a restricted market which is 
walled in and guaranteed competition- 
less to the protectees.’ 

-The Herald showed on Friday and 
yesterday by official statistics that the 

McKinley tariff forces up the price of 
all articles farmers have to buy to near- 
ly double their value and the aggregate 
sum it thus takes every year from the 
people as bounty to home manufactur- 
ers and trusts is not less than $2,000,000,- 
000: If this tariff is not repealed dis- 
tress, bankruptcy and ruin 
must be more widespread next year tban 
now, especially among agriculturists, 
Sbould the Gorman tariff bill pass some 
relief will be felt, but the relief will be 
slow and scanty. 

` - American agriculture is groaning un- 
der a mountain of tarif taxation, and 
yet every republican senator and con- 
greseman oppose the Wilson bill whi-h 
would, if passed, take off $1,000,000,000— 
awhole billion of dollars—of taxation 
from agricoltare from vast sums, not 
one cent of which goes into the treasury 
but all of which is-extorted from farm- 
ers and planters to swell the fortunes of

Harper’s Weekly says of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s letter to Chairman Wilson :— 
President Cleveland’s letter to Chairman 
Wilson, on the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, is a bold and truthful utterance 
and its publication is timely. It may be‘ 
as Mr. Cleveland's enemies say, that it is 
unprecedented; but the situation is also 
unprecedented, and demands drastic 
remedies. Never beforein the history 
of Congress have party principles been 
boldly violated by party leaders in behalf 
of their own private interests.

It was of the utmost 
importance atthe very moment when 
Mr. Wilson read his letter, for the influ- 
ences that had succeeded witb the Sen- 
ate were beginning to exert themselves 
on the conferrees of the House. 

The Democratic conferrees on the tar- 
iff bill began their task in the wrong 
way: It was nevertheless the way in 
which the Democratic majority has mis- 
managed the tariff bill since its intro- 
duction in the Senate. The House acted 
with commendable despatch. The bill 
was reported by the Ways and Means 
Committee immediately after the holiday 
recess. The debate began on the 8th of 
January; the bill was passed on the Ist 
of Feb., and reached the Senate on the 2d. 
There it lingered in committee for two 
months, Mr. Voorhees opening the de- 
bate on the 2d of April. 

It was during this long delay that the 
difficulties which have beset every step 
inthe progress of the bill through the 
Senate grew in threatening proportions, 
imperiling the cause of tariff reform and 
the success of Mr. Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration. Delay affords an opportunity 
to every one desirous of changing the 
character of the bill, to make it more 
protective, to take care of the trusts, to 
look after local and personal interests 
to bring to bear upon the Senators 
in charge of the measure every influ- 
ence of greed or corruption that could 
be employed to further base and selfish 
designs. It was due tothis delay that 
the sugar trusts and other trusts were 
enabled to make their combinations, 
and to secure for their pecuniary profit 
the votes of Senators like Mills, Jones, 
and others who are opposed to them on 
principle. The delay was urged by Sen- 
ators Gorman, Smith, Brice, Hill, and 
other so-called “conservatives” in the 
name of democratic harmony. 

The theory of legislation in this coun- 
try is that it shall be the result of open 
debate and of consideration in public. 
The House bill was an excellent exam- 
ple of the great advantages of proceed- 
ing in accordance with a theory which 
has been found to work well, not only 
by the people of this country, but by 
the English speaking race. Publie de- 
bate enlightined the House and the 
country during the consideration of the 
Wilson bill. It resulted in positive and 
valuable, because inteligent, declarations 
of the will of the democratic majority, 
in the adoption of an amendment mak- 
ing all sugar free,in a refusal to place 
iron ore and coal on the dutible list, or 
to postpone the date on which wool 
should begin to be free. In brief, it re- 
sulted in a better bill than that which 
had been reported by the Committee of 
ways and means. The Parliamentary 
proceedings in the House, notwithstand- 
ing cloture and the government of the 
Committee on rules, bore a resemblance 
to the great debate which characterized 
Congress in the earlierdays, and the rec- 
ords of which led us to regard the men 
of that time as of loftier stature than 
those of the present. The proceedings 
in the senate, where cloture does not ex- 
ist, bore the mark of caucus dictation, of 
the power of sordid influence exercised 
in secret. One side—the side whose du- 
ty it was to def2nd the measure—sat si- 
lent under the taunts of its opponents. 

The intelligent debate in the House 
lasted less than four weeks, and resulted 
in an improved bill. The proceedings 

in the Senate, which cannot be charac- 
terized as debate, lasted for four months 
and resulted in a measure which no one 
can defend, and which can benefit no 
one except the trusts, for whose abnor- 
mal profit it provides. During the two 
months that the bill was in the commit- 
tee all the infinences hostile to real rev- 
enue reform was concentrated on the 
subcommittee, on the full committee, 
and on Senators themselves. While de- 
lay afforded the time for the marshall- 
ing of the force of protection and corrap 
tion, the secrecy with which the bill 
was considered by the subcommittee 
and the full committee furnished the op- 
portunity for the “conservative” Sena- 
tors to ply their associates with argu- 
ments that they would not have had the 
courage to advance in an open debate in 
the enste. Foor democratic senators 
were thestrong opponents of the Wilson 
bill. It is now certain that all otber 
democratic Senators, except Hill, Gor- 
man, Brice, and Smith wonld have voted 
for any tariff bill that the house insisted 
on, and that a majority of the demo- 
cratic caucus in the senate favored. It is 
pretty well established that Gorman, 
Brice and Smith would have voted 
against their party, for their opposition 
to the income tax was their only honest 
ground of antagonism to the measure, 
and as they finally voted for that, it is 
fair to assume that they would have vot- 
ed for the Wilson bill as it came from the 
honse if the Senate tariff r-formers had 
refused to yield to the compliances of 
the sugar trust, and had sharply defined 
the isane between the truats and the par- 
ty. It is especially worthy of comment 
that not one of these three Senators de- 
fended the sugar achednle, althoogh it 
was known that it was that on which 
they had insisted as the price of their 
votes for any tariff bill whatever. Ifthe 
Senate Finance Committee had reported 
the bill promptly; and had insisted that 
such changes as the conrercatives desir- 
ed should be made only after dehate and 
by a vote of the senate, it is not at all 
likely that the sngar trust would have 
triumphed, or the essential principle of 
the Wilson bill would have been destroy. 
Delay and secrecy were the causes of the 
disaster which overtook the cause of 
tariff reform, 


The secret effort for harmony which 
rained the measure in the senate has 
been adopted by the democratic confer- 
rees who have the fate of. the bill in 
their hands. As evil infloences,triamph- 
ed in the senate, they might be expect- 
ed to triumph under like conditions in 
the conference committee, and it was 
doubtless this consideration that induc- 
ed Mr. Wilson to ask, and the President 
to consent, that his admirable letter 
should be read to the house. The reli- 
ance of the country is still on the House, 
where debate flourishes, and where 
those who wish to accomplish evil must 
advocate their cause before the world. 


In reply to the president’s letter to 
Chairman Wilson to stand by the House 
bill-in conferences, Senator Gorman on 
Monday of this week madea bitter attack 
upon the president personally. In this 
speech be detailed the campaigns of 1884, 
1888 and 1892 in order to prove to the 
world that he was not the president's 
debtor. 

The impreesion is that the Senator, 
usually so cool and imperterbable, lost 
hie head, and that he will some day re- 
gret the act. He seemed to have sudden- 
ly lost sight of the fact that Senator Hit! 
a few months ago made an onslaught up- 
on Mr.Cleveland and now he votes alone 
on all party questions, possibly the Sena- 
tor, too, did not havein mind the fsm- 
ous contest between Conkling dnd Gar- 
field. He certainly did not forget the 
fact that be isnot only fighting Mr. 
Cleveland, but the great body of the 
democratic party.

A Little More lumber. 


Various remnants of the old Puritanic 
ways of thinking and doing still survive 
among us and notable among them is 
the heroic method of dealing with chil- 
dren, and of trying to make their lives 
conform to the standard which in its 
day eliminated all but the soundest and 
strongest from any sort of life. This is 
seen, as often asin other form, in the 
way the mother will have all her chil- 
dren out of bed at a given early hour, 
regardless of eyes still fall of sleep, of 
little limbs not yet quite over their 
weariness, of the faint answers and ling- 
erings after a second call, either be- 
cause she likes to have herfamily break- 
fast together, or wants to make one. 
piece of work of it, or bas an idea that 
early rising is good for the health. Each 
of these reasons isa good reason. Oer- 
tainly it is plessant, conducive to good 
cheer and family life, to have all the 
household breakfast at once; and quite 
as certainly it adda to the heaviness 
of the house-work very materially if 
there are stragglers at the morning meal 
and one breakfast bas to be served after 
another, while of course early to bed and 
early to rise is a saying not without 
truth in relation to making one healthy, 
wealthy and wise. 

But there are always the circumstanc- 
es which alter cases. The stout and hearty 
child who went to sleep with the birds 
can afford to get up with the birds; his 
brain; his nerves, have had all the 
rest they needin the jong sweet hours 
of slumber, and if he does not respond 
to the call he is possibly a sluggard 
whose fault must be amended. 

Bot the mother will do well to make 
sure of the fact that he has had all the 
sleep he needs before she wakes him 
with an imperative summons. If he is 
not a stout and healthy child it is not 
certai. that he has slept well, for both 
restless nerves and indigestion have a 
part to play in the night, if there is no 
other more patent trouble. And if he is 
an excitable child,precocious or studious 
then, the hours of sleep being the only 
ones in which the brain repaira its loss 
and hurt, it is a matter of vital moment 
that those hours should have their full 
number, An old physician, of long prac- 
tice and great wisdom, used to ray that 
a slight ailment often did good ifit oblig- 
ed the patient to goto bed a few dayr, 
as be gained thereby the rest of the bed 
for the whole body, which was often of 
essentia! benefit. And of quite as much 
benefit is this same rest—the abandon, 
the prostrate position, the hfing and 
holding of every portion of the frame by 
the bed—to the growing form and tired 
muscles of the romping child, who with 
bis natural impatience for day light and 
its new pleasores, ‘is really unlikely to 
take any too mach of it.

Sympathetic Strikes. 

All railroad and telegraph corporations 
upon which the country has to depend 
for transportation of persoas and goods 
and. the transmission of i 
things as indispensable aathe blood is 
tothe buman body—sbould adopt, and 
engage themeel ves to adhus to, the rule 
never toemployss man who will not 
bind bimself by contract in the most ef- 
fective way absolutely to abstain from 
participation in any sympsthetic strike. 

It is the eympathetic strike that does 
the mischief on a great scale—the strike 
that will throw the railway traffic or the 
telegraph system of the whole continent 
into chaos, and inflict incaleuble loss 
and suffering upon millions of people, on 
the ground that some railroad uses cars 
from some car-sbop, or rails from some 
rolling-mill, or that the telegraph com- 
panies use wires from some wire-factory, 
the operatives of which bave some quar- 
rel with their employers, or on grounds 
even still more remote, The sympathe- 
tic strike of this kind is a danger to 
which society cannot afford to be expos- 
ed, and the transportation and telegraph 
companies owe to the people adequate 
protection against this danger, so far as 
they are able to give it. It is therefore 
their duty inflexibly te refase employ- 
ment to all persons who will not furnish 
every possible guarantee that they will 
aid in bringing on that danger. 

Let it not be said that this would bea 
denial of the right of laboring-men to 
organize for their own benefit. There 
are labor organizations, especially among 
railroad employes, which everybody re- 
cognizes not only as legitimate, but as 
extremely useful to their own interests 
as well as to thelr employers andto the 
public at large. Such are the brother- 
hood of locomotive engineers, the brott- 
erhood of train-men, and others. They 
keep their contracts, and are careful to 
be reasonable in their demands. When 
they have s grievance they are always 
listened to with the utmost respect, and 
they do not find It necessary to resort to 
strikes in order.to get justice.—Harper’s 
Weekly. 


Marriage Under Dificaltics. 


When young New Englanders in the 
early days of the colony: wished to enter 
the state of matrimony they did not find 
it any too easy work, writes Alice Morse 
Earle in a most valuable article on 
“Courtship and Marriage in Puritan 
Days” in the August Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal. In the first place no young man 
could “make a motion of marriage” to 
any young woman whose -fair face; or 
deft fingers, or sweet disposition had at- 
tracted his fancy or his affections, with- 
out first obtaining the consent of the 
fair one’s father or guardian to thus ad- 
dress her. He was liable.to arrest, fine 
or imprisonment if he spoke to her first 
and thus “inveigled her affections.” 
many a bold and headstrong swain was 
punished for that natural offense in ear- 
ly days, and I doubt not many another 
slyly inyeigled, unpunished and undis- 
covered, in order to find out, from her 
own lips, the state of affection borne ta- 
ward him by the one he loved. It must 
have been somewhat of a damper on 
love-making to have to make such a 
formal beginning, but there was no lack 
of marriages. Indeed, single persons 
were much scorned in the Puritan com- 
munity. “Ancient maids” were few and 
much to be pitied. Bachelors were loek- 
ed upon with open disfavor, were not 
allowed to live alone, and sometimes 
bad to pa: a weekly fine tothe fown as 
long as they remained single. With all 
these penalties it was plain that all 
would seek to marry early in life. 

Perfumed Batteriifes. 

Fritz Muller discovered patchea of 
singular scales on the wings of butter- 
flies, which sent-ont more than 30 dis- 
tinct odors. These scent scales ars called 
androconia. An excellent study by mi- 
croscopical sections of the wings of some 
of our butterflies, by Professor M. B. 
Thomas, appears in The American Nat- 
uralist. He shows that these scales are 
the ontlet of unicellular glands situated 
at the base of each scale. 

One especially prominent was detect- 
ed beneath the androconia in the wing 
‘of Danais archippua The surfaces of the 
wing above the glands is sometimes cov- 
ered with a great number of papillæ, 
from the end of which the scent scales 
project, or it may be like the ordinary 
surface of the wing. In the former case 
the androconia are quite small and but 
one toeach papilla, at the base of which 
Hes the gland. This gives the scent 
scale the appearance ofa small rod 
placed in a fiask. 

The material elaborgted by the local 
glands and distributed upon the surface 
of the wing by the androconia is that 
which gives to many of the lepidoptera 
their characteristic odor. — Philadelphia 
Press.

There are many persons who, from a 
misguided sense of economy, purchase 
food which they know to be inferior, 
so that they may thereby save, in order 
to meet other demands of the family. 
Handsome clothing and fine houses in 
aristocratic neighborhoods are desira- 
ble, we admit, but not at the expense of 
the most important factor of our exist- 
ence, especially when we know that 
pure, nourishing food is the immediate 
cause of pure blood, and consequently 
more perfect nerve and brain power.

In view of the many gibes 
and sneers in which newspaper writers 
indulge on the subject of typewriter 
operators of the feminine gender, it is 
matter of simple justice to say that the 
women with whom he has been associ- 
ated in his business have been without 
exception well educated, refined, capa- 
ble of doing rapid and accurate work, 
who attended strictly to business and did 
not waste time with frivolous remarks.

BURIED IN ONE GRAVE. 


Two Young Lovers Die of the Same Disese 
the Same Day and Their BRemaiss 
Pieced in the Same Grave. 

So great a number of people never be- 
fore attended a funeral at Pittsville as 
congregated there last Friday when the 
remains of young Furman C. Richardson 
and his sweetheart were placed side-by- 
side in the same grave. 

The young man, aged 22 'years, was 
the eldest son of P. Sidney Richardson 
of Pittsburg dist., and sometime ago he 
was attacked with typhoid fever. Almost 
the same day Miss Alice Davis,daughter 
of Mr. Thomas J. Davis, and to whom 
young Richardson was engaged, was 
siezed with the same dreaded disease.” 

Dr. Freeny of Pittsville was called to 
attend each sufferer, but both grew rap- 
idly worse. Last Thursday morning 
young Richardson died while his physi- 
cian stood beside him. Hastening to his 
other patient, whose home was four 
miles distant, the doctor arrived in time 
to see her die. 

These coincidences caused considera- 
ble comment, and when the parents’ de- 
termination to bury the lovers in the 
same grave became generally known, 
the people for miles about turned aside 
from their usual vocations and joined in 
the solemn procession. 

Rey. A. Donovan of the Methodist 
Protestant Church preached the double 
funeral and the bodies of the deceased 
were put ina grave in the cemetery of 
the Red Men of Pittsville, Young Rich- 
ardson was a member of Minnéwa Tribe, 
I. O. R. M., and he was buried with the 
honors of the order. 


Board of Trade in Session. 

The Salisbury Board of trade was in 
session last Wednesday evening to con- 
sidera proposition which comes from 
some Baltimore city business men. 

The matter considered was of impor- 
tance to the business interests of our 
community. A factory for the making 
of laborers overalls is contemplated. If 
the plan matures, a factory equipped 
with cutting and sewing machines, 
and employing capacity of 75 or 100 
women and girls, will be located with- 
in the corporation limits of Salisbury. 
To make it mature was the underlying 
motive of Wednesday night’s gathering 
ot the Board of Trade. 

Unlike usual seekers for a factory site 
the Baltimore men come making no de- 
mand for the earth with taxes and in- 
surance paid 99 years in advance, bnt 
modestly asking a suitalble building, 
well located and cheap rents. 

The Board of Trade Wednesday night 
decided that the request was a reasona- 
ble one, and a committee composed of 
Messrs. Randolph Humphreys, Wm. T. 
Johnson, Jesse D. Price, and Thos, Per- 
ry, was appointed to meet the gentle- 
men this (Saturday) morning when they 
arrive in our city. 

There is a general sentiment among 
our citizens to meet all such enterprises 
half way, but there is no disposition 
here to encourage that class of enter- 
prises(?) which demands everything and 
bas nothing to give in return. 


B. & E. &. te be Sold. 


The Baltimore city papers a few days 
ago published the following: 

A decree for the sale of the Baltimore 
and Eastern Shore railroad under the 
mortgage foreclosure proceedings insti- 
tuted by the Scranton Steel companyand 
the Atlantic Trust company of New 
York, has been filed in the United States 
Circuit Court in Baltimore. The Atlan- 
tic Trust Company is trustee under a 
mortgage to secure the first issue of 
bonds of the railroad company made in 
1890 and under a supplementary mort- 
gage made in 1892. The railroad com- 
pany failed to pay the interest on these 
bonds from January I, 1891. 

It is decreed that the amount due on 
principal ‘and interest is $1,798,827.26, 
and unless this amount is paid within 
ten days the railroad and otber proper- 
ties of the company will be sold at Salis- 
bury by Robert D. Morrison, who was 
appointed special master fur the puapose 
and who will fix the day of sale. No bid

A New Order of Women 


The movement that bas resulted in 
instituting what may be called the New 
Order of Women, embracing their social 
political, legal, industrial, connubisl, and 
educational rights, began in New York 
state about the middle of the present 
century. The first Women’s Rights Con- 
vention, as it was named, was held at 
Seneca Falls, and the second conven- 
tion at Rochester, in 1847—Amelia 
Bloomer, the inventor of the [Bloomer 
costume, now almost forgotten, Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, and Frederick Doug- 
lass (the three are still alive) being 
among the originators. Ever since, agi- 
tation on the subject has continued, and 
has awaken cordial response and bearty 
co-operation in many parts of the Old 
World. Prominent and most peraistent 
in the number of its advocates were Su- 
san B. Anthony, Lucy Stone, Antoinette 
L. Brown, Mary A. Livermore, and Ju- 
lia Ward Howe. And these, with their 
associates, distinguished men as will‘as 
women caused so many changes in òp- 
inions, customs, feelings, laws, within 
forty years after the primal convention 
at Seneca Falls, the position of the sex 
became wholly altered in this country, 
and materially modified in various states 
of Europe. 

There may be ultra-conservative men 
who regret any change, indeed; but the 
mass of thinking people mast regard it 
as an unmistakable sign of American 
progress. A direct result bas beea the 
employment of women ın all sorts bf ca- 
pacities, so that they seem to have en- 
tered into competition with men‘in near- 
ly every department of enterprise and 
industry. They bave certainly made 
extraordinary advancement in the last 
twenty-five or thirty years, so that there 
may be reason for some men saying that 
they have ceased to think about the fu- 
ture of women in wonderment as to 
wnat will be their own fotore. She will 
be abundantly able, it would appear, to 
take care of herself. Whatisto be the 
fate of lordly, self-sufficient man. 

The general occupation at present of 
women as wage-earners throughout the 
republic has giren them new lives, fresh 
aims, and, in a way, altered their desti- 
ny. Its consequences are most im or» 
tant and far-reaching, and its influences 
momentous on both sexes. How mo- 
mentous it may ultimately prore cannot 
be determined until the present condi- 
tion of things have continued longer— 
far, perhaps into the coming century. 
Every month the army of women work- 

bra increase and the field for their use- 
wir broadens. The industrial revo- 
lution spreads faster and faster: and 
‘what its extent may be,fifty years hence, 
gan no more be measured or foreseen 

n it could have been at its very in- 
dipience. The twentieth century is big 
With surprises of every kind. It is like- 
ly to surpass in this regard even the 
thaumaturgic nineteenth. — Harper’s 
Bazar,

“A photograph that flatters will| soon 
be a thing of the past,"’ said a: photo 
rapher the other day. ‘‘It will im- 
possible to make our faces appear tp the 
most adyantage by a cleyey pose, for 
the latest innovation in. photography, 
the multiphotograph, which is destined 
to become the photographic portrait of 
the future, will reveal ail our defects 
and crodities. The great study which 
young women give their faces, to find 
out in which position—aide, three-quar- 
ter or full face—they look the best, 
will all be put to naught, for the multi- 
photograph will take them in all these 
positions and others as well 

“The process makes it possible to ob- 
tain a perfect likeness of a person, as 
one is able to see the face anf head in 
all possible positions and can thus get 
all the characteristics. This new effect 
is obtained by mirrors being placed at 
certain angles. - When a person stands 
in front of the glasses, his likeness is 
reflected from 6 to 12 times, according 
to the. arrangement of the mirrors, each 
image being in a different position, so 
that the same efect is obtained that 
would be secured if you were to walk 
around a person, viewing him front all 
sides and points. 

“The operator photographs the sub- 
ject and the reflections in the mirrors. 
The result is the multiphotograph. I 
think it is destined to become the photo- 
graph of the future, as it is the only 
thing that will give you a likeness of a 
person as seen from all sides. Artin 
this case must succumb to nature, and 
the instruction that is too frequently 
given the photographer, ‘Make me as 
pretty as you can,’ will have to be done 
away with.’’—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


A Question of Medical Ethics. 

A qnestion of medical ethics is raised 
in The Woman’s Medical Journal of 
Cleveland by Dr. Anita Newcomb Mo- 
Gee. It is a well-established principle 
in the American Medical association 
that ‘‘all practioncrs of medicine, their 
wives and their children, while under 
the paternal care, are entitled to the 
gratuitous services of any one or more 
of the faculty residing near them whose 
assistance may be desired.’’ The ques- 
tion is whether women physicians bene- 
fit by the rule or whether it is ignored 
when the relative of a woman physician 
requires treatment by a medical man. 
Instances have come to Dr. McGee’s 
knowledge in Washington where bills 
were sent to women physicians and 
paid, and she is of the opinion that ‘‘if 
this is a common experieuce it may be 
considered wise to maintain the princi- 


| ple of sexual equality in the profession 


by asking medical associations for an 
interpretation of this rule. ” 
Chemical Perfumes, 

Chemistry seems to furnish substi- 
tutes for the expensive perfumes now 
made from flowers. “It has long been 
known that the exact odor of the ba- 
nana is produced in the laboratory. 
There seems a possibility, however, that 
even when some fragrant plants cease 
to be cultivated for the perfumes many 
may become of importance in surgery. 
It has been discovered that some such 
plants are free from the attacks of in- 
sects and from and this 
may be due to the fact that their essen- 
tial oils have antiseptic properties. The 
eucalyptus yields an antiseptic, and so 
do other familiar plants — Chicago 
Herald.

The Rough Bark of Trees. 

The practical cultivator understands 
that nature makes provision for getting 
rid of the bark of trees as the trunk in- 
creases in size. On the growth of the 
past season may be seen small olive 
spots ‘These are formations of cork 
From year to year, in subsequent devel- 
opment, these little patches spread, real- 
ly eating their way through the bark. 
This is the provision which natare 
makes for finally rifting the bark’ in 
each species of plant. These cork cells 
have their own special lines of develop- 
ment, and this is the reason why each 
kind of tree has its own particular bark. 
The characteristics are so prominent 
that clover observers can selcct cifferent 
kinds of trees by their bark even at 
midnight. As it is the evident inten- 
tion of uature to get rid of old bark, it 
is s great help to the tree to assist na- 


ture in this respect, and any washes or 


treatment which aids the plant in get- 
ting rid of it is a practical advantage. 
Seapy water washes or lye water is use- 
ful, and even scraping has been found 
of great advantage. In a rough sort of 
way, lime wash is frequently nsed, the 
only objection being the white and glar- 
ing color.
